Hritish Columbia Sealers, 


In the House yesterday Sir Richard 
Cartwright. quoted) sesglution passed by 
tho British Colambia Legislature, express 
iuy the hope that the Imperial Parliament 
would not give legal effect to tho Behring 
Soa arbitration unless the British Colum- 
bia sealers bo compensated in respect to 


yessela,whioh have beou seized, and that 
British Columbia seslers be compensated 
for illegal exclusion from Behring Sea 
during the years 1891, 1802 and 1803. He 


asked whether a copy ot the resolution 
was telegraphed to the Imperial Govern- 
ment, whother any such basis of the catch 
of seals ax is ubove referred to was arrived 
at, what steps, if any, have been taken to 
Beoulre prompt payment of the several 
claims ators enumerated; whether, joie 
ing action on the part of the United 
States, the Government of Great Britain 
is prepared to make any compensation to 
partios aggrieved. 

Sir Hibbert Topper replied that the 
Government had received and transmitted 
to her Majesty's Government the resolution 
of the British Columbia Logialatare, dated 
1lth April, No basis of the catch had 
beon arrived at, It had been at one timo 
thonght that such claims under the modus 
vivendi for 1892 and 1893 might, with 
advantage, be pressod, but when that aub- 
ject came up at Paris it was found inex- 
pedient undor the terns of the convention 
to advance those claims against the United 
States, A vuinber of these claims had 
been filed with the Canadian Government 
by the partios futerested, aud they would 
be further cousulted as t8 the basis and 
means of substantiating them for the pur- 
poses of consideration by her Majesty!a 
Government, ‘ho claims under the 
modna vivendi of 1891 were included in, 
this category, inasmuch as Great Britain 
had awarded the sealers $100,000 in re- 
spect of the losses for that year, and this 
amount had been paid. Every step which 
ithad been possible for the Canadian 
Government to take had beon taken 
periodically since 1886 to press for the 
payment of the claims of sealers for com- 
pensation for losses through the seizure of 
their vessels. Tho British Government 
had informed the Canadian Government 
that hor Mujeaty’s ambassador at Wash- 
ington had been instructed to proceed with 
tho discussion of the terms of the conven- 
tion with regard to a settlement of the 
damages and give effect to the award,

Coxey's Army of the Commonweal Pre- 
pared for the Slee. 

Wasmixoton, May 1.—Gen. Coxey, 
commander in-ohief of the army of in 
Yosion, was at the Capitol yesterday, and 
{wmediately upon his arrival went to the 
room of the sergeantatarme to havea 
conference with that official. Col, Bright 
was not in bis office, and while awaiting 
bin return Coxey talked freely about his 
programme. 

“We will have our parade to-morrow,” 
said Coxoy, “and we will come upon the 
Capital grounds. Not, I will Bay, ay a 

arade, but as private oitizena I have 
learned that there ism statute preventing 
parades of any kind on these groands, and 
we have.kept the law up to this time and 
do not propose to break it now. We will 
march to tho grounds, it being our pro- 
gramme to reach them at noon, when wo 
will disband, and, after making a speech, 
we will assemble at the peace monument 
and imarch back to our camp,” 

In the further course of his talk, Coxey 
said his army would remain until his two 
bills were passed, and uuder the very root 
of the capitol. He again made the pre- 
diction that his bills would be passed with 
in two weeks after he had inade his formal 
demand. When the suggestion was made 
that he might run afoul of = snag if lie 
attempted to make his speech on the stups, 
Coxey only replied with a smile, thet he’ 
intended to speak.

farinaceous food is peculiarly adapted to 
some dyspeptic patients. It is tho mi- 
crobes in the starch, which is capable of 
producing irritating acids, that cause the 
trouble, To avoid this, Bouchard recom 
mends that only the crust or tousted 
crumbs of tho bread be used by dyspop- 
tics, particularly those whose stomachs are 
dilated, The reason for this is explained 
by the fact that baking temporarily, 
thongh not permanently, arrests the fer- 
montation of dough, When it is again 
heated by the warinth of the stomach the 
fermentation is renewed. In cases where 
the brend is toasted brown through the 
fermentation is stopped permanently,

GIRLS IN BUSINESS. 


Anything Bat Quiet Dignity Lessons Hor 
Usefulness. 

A girl noyor enhances hor business pros 
poots by putting weide hor dignity toward 
or omployer It may seem to her that 
other girls, adopting # different cor 
enjoy more advantages and make sy 
progress, But thin in in the 
never in the reality, Familiarity 
breeds absolutely nothing but contempt 
This is one of thre thost unfortunate wle 
ments in the entrance of women in the 
busiuess world, and one of the principal 
reasons why I oppose her doing #0 except 
whore actual and dire necessity compels 
it. I know of all too many casos whore 
girls bave boon placed in the most trying 
of positions iu this respect, It is unfortu 
nato, but it is tro, that there are men who 
are all too ready to take advantage of their 
positions in life, And under the wrony 
impression that {t means a surer hold upon 
their positions the employee tolerates the 
familiarity of the employer, It is the 
position iu which many a girl in buriness 

nda herself, Inexperienced, sho believes 
her position is at stake, not knowing that 
her tolerance brings that end closer than 
would her assumption ofthe position her 
own fooliugs dictate, Renpectability ina 
girl's greatest safoguard everywhere, but 
nowhore is it such # vital safeguard to her 
as when sho must rob up against the 
world and be, in a measure, her own pros 
tector, Business men, gonorally spoaking, 
draw a sharp distinction botweon their ao 
quaintances of the office and their social 
frionds, They do it because experience 
has taught thom itis the only wise course. 
From this attitude on the part of the om 
pores the girl in bneiness should profit. 

t hor keep hor social life and hor business 
life as distinot as possible, Anything but an 
assumption of quiet dignity on her part 
takes away justso much from her own uso: 
fulness in the business world, and lessens, 
rathor than increases, the respeot of her 
employer, Ido not mean by this that a 
young woman should assume a chilling 
mannér toward her male suporions or 
equals in business, Woman's greatest 
charm is in her ability to be womanly, and 
womanliness means exactly what the word 
implies and nothing more, But, likewise, 
nothing else. It is, perhaps, because busi- 
noss is still a novelty to woman that so 
many girls liave yet to learn tho lesson that 
coquetry has no place in the commercial 
world, and that to presume upon a kind- 
noss oxtonded is a fatal mistake. The girl 
whom the man of business respects most 
highly is the girl who carries herself so as 
to win his respect, And aman’s trae re- 
spect form good woman means tho very 
best that is witha him. 

Rules for Track-Laying. 

Tho quostion is often asked, ‘‘What are 
the rules for laying out mile and half-mile 
tracks?’ The following simple directions 
will be found useful: For a mile track 
draw a lino through an oblong centre 440 
yards in length, setting o stake at each 
end, Then draw a lino on oithor side of 
the first line, exactly parallel with and 417 
feet two inches from it, setting stakes at 
either end of them, You will then have 
an oblong square 440 yards longand 835 
foet 4 inches wide. At onoh ond of these 
three ines you will now set stakes. Now 
fasten a cord or wire 417 foot 2 inches long 
to the centre stake of your parallelogram, 
and then describe a half circlo, driving 
stakes as often as you wish to set a fence- 
post. When the circle is mado at both 
ends of your parallelogram you will have 
two straight sides and two circles which, 
measured threo feet from the fence, will be 
exactly aimile, The turns should be thrown 
up an inch to the foot. 

A half-mile track: Draw the parallel 
lines 600 feet long and 452 feet 5 inches 
apa Half-way between tho extreme ends 
of the two parallel lines drive a stake, 
then loop a wire around the stake long 
enough to reach to either side. Then make 
a truo curve with the wire, putting down 
a stake as often as a fence-post is needed. 



















| When this operation is finished at both 


ends of the 600-foot parallel lines the 
track is Iaid ont. The inside fence will 
rest exactly on the line drawn, but the 
track must measure a half-mile, three feet 
from the fence. The turns should be 
thrown up an inch to the foot. The

Hon. Mr, Hardy's bill relatiog to mines 
and mining waa referred back to Comtmit+ 
too of the Whole House to amond, Mr 
Hardy moyed that the firdt and sodond 
clauses, abolishing royalties (ora period of 
five years, be struck out, aud a clause sab: 
atituted In place of these providing that 
ores Which are now liable te a royalty of 
three per cent, should be subject to a 
charge of two per cont, when taken from 
lands sold botwoon Ist May, 1891, and lat 
January, 100, aud providing also that the 
charge of two per cent, sball bo calculated 
upou the value of the ores at the pit's 
mouth, leas the notual coat of Iabor and 
explosives for mining and raising ores to 
the surface. 

Mr, Moredith remarked that, in the 
proposod amondinent there was a deliber- 
ato reversal of the policy which the Com- 
missioner of Crown Lands had doliberate- 
ly settled and submitted for the considera- 
tion of the House, and he thought he was 
thoroforo justified in saying that tho alter- 
ation was made because of the imponding 
election, and not because the Government 
had seen any reason to change their mind 
in regard to this question, It seemed to 
him that what the Government proposed 
todo wis a mistake, Thoy ought either 
to stand by tho royalties at presont im- 
posed, or carry out what was contemplated 
in tho clauses that were being dropped. 
Ho did not think thero was any probabil: 
ity of the land falling into the hands of 
speculators if that wore done, because 
there was a provision that if a certain 
wiount of expenditure was not made upon 
each looation sold, the lands should again 
rovert to the province, 

Mr. Conmee would prefer the amend- 
ment to the law ns it now stood, because 
it made a fixed charge. He would, how- 
ever, like the wharge to apply to the not 
profits, instend of the market yalue, 

The bill was amended as proposed, 

Clauses granting a bonus of $125,000 to 
bo passed within five’years, for ores mined 
and smelted, and providing for tho pur- 
chase of two diamond drills for $15,000 
wero added to the bill. 

The bill was then reported. 

Hon, Mr. Harcourt’s bill granting aid to 
cortain ratlwaye was read a third time, 

The House went into concurrence on the

their absence, of lumbermen, fishermen, 
commercial travelers and railway men, 

Mr. Meredith thought the bill still con- 
tained a cardinal defect, which would 
make it his duty to persistently oppose the 
mensure. Notwithstanding the fact that 
so mauy men had already gone to tho 
trouble of having their names inscribed on 
the lists, they would be compelled to reg- 
ister, in order to exeroise the franchise, 
whilo the rest of the community, who did 
not exercise tho franchise by reason of the 
manhood qualification, would not be called 
upon to register. He objected to limiting 
the class of persons who could be regis 
tered when absent from the oity. He 
asked what objection there would be to 
accepting the fact of a man’s name alroady 
appearing on Mie list a8 prima facie evi- 
dence of his right to vote, 

Hou. Mr, Ross argued that the bill miti- 
gated Very many ‘of the ovils that were 
now complained of and went a great way 
in the direction of making a fresh and fair 
registration, If young men would not 
take the trouble to register, they onght not 
to have the right to vote, He aconsed the 
Opposition of obstructing the measure, 

Mr. Bilfour considered the bill was fair 
and that the proposed amendment was 
reasonable, 

Mr. Whitney said tho Opposition were

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RIOTS IN CLEVELAND. 





Thousands of Idle Workmen March in 
Noisy Procession, 


Cixveninp, Ohio, May 38, — Labor 
troubles in Cioveland came to a crisis 
yesterday when 4,000 men armed with 
clubs and stoves marched through the 
low lying manufacturing district in the 
hoart of the city known as ‘t The Flats,” 
closing down ench factory as they came to 
it, There were few English-speaking peo- 
plo inthe crowd. In fact it was a rabblo 
mado up chiefly of foreifners. ‘ Consider- 
able property was destroyed and the de- 
straction would have been much greater, 
but for the efficiout work of the police, 

The mob rushed on to the Standard 
paint works, distant about two blooke. 
On the way overy man who was in sight 
was aeaanaNl into the 1anks, Thore was 
short parleying and the frightened om- 
ployes quickly joined the ranks of the 
mob, The rioters wont wild as they ap- 
proached the Upson nut works, There 
was a train load of coal standing along the 
ido of the works, A small boy clanibered 
upon a car, and seizing a lump of coal 
hurled it through the window. In a 
monicat the cars were black with men and 
the air was filled with flying missiles. 
The windows wére broken and the men in 
the shops were struck ‘down before they 
could retreat, A number of them had 
their heads cut and bodies bruised. Tho 
mob rushed forthe building. The gates 
wore closed and the men rushed against 
them, forcing them from.their hinges, and 
took possession of the building, ‘The men 
fled in terror from the shops, 

A band of two hundred Italians, armed 
with clubs, iron and wire rods, marched 
to Gat’s quarry, and the men there drop: 
ped their tools and joined the marching 
throng. At Neft's quurry the operation 
Was repeated and at Reader's quarry there 
was little opposition, Tho riotera thon 
forced thoir way into several boarding- 
honses and compelled men to join them, 
~ The Mayor hold a consultation with the 
officers of the Fifth regiment, and as a ro- 
suk six companies of thatregiinent, together 
with the Cloyeland Grays und the city 
guards were ordered to assomble at their 
armories subject to call for service by the 
Mayor. 

Seven of the rioters, all with broken 
heads, were arrested, The people of t) 
city wre tilled with fear thatthe mob will 
resort to the torch or dynamite, ond at- 
tempt to destroy factories and private 
residences,

Threo Americans Had a Long-Meaded 
Vian for Robbing Montreal Banks. 

MONTREAL, May 8.—A scheme to rob 
three Montreal banks has just been use 
earthed by Detective Silas Carpontor. Ten 
days ago there ‘arrived in Montreal three 
Americans One of them, named Ander 
won, took a room on Cathcart street; an- 
other, named Richardson, roomed on 
Brunswick street; where the third stranger 
roomed is not known, Both Richardson 
and Anderson were well dressed aud seemed 
to hive more money than they kuew what 
to do with. 

After being in town two days Richard- 
son deposited in the Molsons Bank $300 
Under the namo of Hilton I. Richards, 
Under the name of Copland he also de- 
posited in the Morchants Bank $500, 
Monoy was also deposited in the City and 
District Saving Bank.

Independent Labor Organization 
Obstacle to Home Rule. 

Lonpon, May %.—Lord Ronebery nd 
drowed a large Liboral mooting in Man 
chostor lant ovening. He epoke at great 
length concerning home rule. Asagrarian 
orimo in Ireland bad almost died ont, ho 
sald, and there was no longer any fexr of 
the Oatholics combining against the Pro:

tary. If it is possible that its heredity 
roaches baok any further than the oyadle 
and the nursery, then it certainly can 
reach no further than the inflnenco that 
alcohol may have on the unborn child if 
liquor is drank by the mother, I do not 
doubt that inebriates are born aud made 
in this manner, Mothers may sometimes 
be inebriates or take liquor a4 a romedy, 
The danger is to the child. The aleobol, 
no doubt, circulates through the brain of 
the unborn Infant under such circu 
stances, and puts the stamp of inebriety 
on the delicate tissues, 

“When the child is born its first orying 
breath is likely tu inhale the odors of 
liquor, It enters the cradle and ita ory is 
satishod by opium and whisky, The 
method of causing inebriety in childhood 
{e the secret of intemperance, It is to in 
tomperance what the riddle was to the 
dragon slain by Jason when he recovered 
the golden fleece, That alcohol is a uni 
versal and general prescription for chil 
dron's diseases needs no proof. I do not 
doubt that a satisfactory substitute can bo 
found in each case for the alcohol given 
under these circumstances for children 
creates the disease of inebriety, Mothers 
should not give their children aloobol, and 
medical scienco must find us a substi- 
tute.” 






Tho Effect of Food on Milk, 

Bulletin No, 80 of the Ontario experi- 
ment station, by Prof. H. H. Dean, gives 
revults of experiments on the effect of food 
on milk, and Prof. Dean says: ‘I would 
warn against feeding much moro than fifty 
pounds of silage por day to cows weighing 
under 1,000 ponnds. We have found the 
following ration to give good results: Fifty 
ponnay of corn silage, six pounds of hay, 
our pounds of bran and two pounds of 
pea and oatmeal mixed in equal propor- 
tions. If these latter become too high 
priced I would recommend the use of two 
ounds of cottonseed meal (in place of the 

ran or meals) per day fo each cow when 
it can be bought for about $30 per ton. 
‘ood liberally, though not wastefully, 
waring in wind that although the per 
cont of fat may not be inoreased by liberal 
feeding, the total amount of fat or butter 
may be largely increasing by causing the 
cow to give o larger quantity of milk, 
Three things determine tho value of a cow; 
the quality of her milk, the quantity she 
ives and the econoinical use she makes of 
jorfood. During the hot weather butter 
makers are frequently troubled with soft 
butter. This is largely due in most cases 
to improper handling of the milk, cream 
and butter; but there is a tendency during 
hot spells for the butter to be soft, no mat- 
ter what the care taken. From the ex: 
poriments reported I am led to believe that 
the addition of a sy quantity of meal, 
especially cottonseed meal, has a tendency 
to make the butter firmer or, as wo say, 
raise the molting point from one to four 
degrees Contigrade, Last summer we fed 
about one pound per day to each cow while 
at pasture and our butter maker informs 
me that he did not have a churning of soft 
butter during the whole season. Whother 
this was due altogether to the cottonseed 
meal am not prepared to say but I think 
it had something to do with it. In foeding 
cottonseed meal it should be mixed with 
hran, cut hay or some grain meal.

In Paris one haw tho choice of at loast 
four modem of living, One may keep 
house, live at the public hotel, in faralshed 
apartmonts, taking one’s meals thore or 
elaowhore, as in most convenient, or one 
may board Ina pension, All these modes 
have their advantages. The hotel and 
furnished apartments give one a yory in 
dopondent life, Housekeeping {haa its 
cares and burdens, but also its home com 
forte and ploasures, which cannot bo ob 
tained olaowhero, In the ponsion thor in 
low independence than in the hotel or

fornished apartments, becanse the meals 
aro sorved at regular hours and ono feolw 
obliged to be on time, Whi is a good 
thing, if one iw settled in any place, bat if 
sight-seving, the furnished apartmont or 
tho hotel is better, Since the life in the 
peaaiee isa very common one in all the 
largo towns in France it will be the first 
condition considered. 











Because I wished to study this phase of 
life, and also because I wanted daily prac 
tioo in speaking and hearing the French 
language, I chose the pension de fanille 
In is boarding-house of this Kort one hears 
a groat deal of French spoken at the table 
twice a day, and also in tho salon in the 
evening. It is ulmont impossible to get 
into » ponsion where forsigners are not ad 
mitted, so that one willinure than likely 
havo the advantage of hearing a good deal 
of bad French as weil as good 

The life in the pension do famille is very 
regular, Broakfast in your rooin at any 
time botwoen certain hours; Inieheon in 
the dining-room at twelve o'clock, and 
dinnor in the dining-room at seven o'vlock 
After dinner all who have notengagemouts 
adjourn to the salon, the ladies with their 
fanoy-work, for French women never acew 
to be Idle, Sometimes there is music, 
card-playing or some other amusement. 
During the day, whon jy ouare in the house, 
you spend tho time in your chamber; tho 
salon is rarely used. 

When you firet come to the pension ma 
dAmo asks you when you will have your 
breakfast served. Ifound that Tl could 
have my breakfast at any time from balf 
after 7 to 9 o'clock, #0 I decided t8 have 
my fire made at half-atter 7, aud my break 
fast served at 8 o'clock. 

‘The breakfast is the saine every day in 
the year; Two small rolls, a small piece 
of butter, a small pitcher of hot milk and 
a still smaller pitcher of coffee, and three 
blocks of sugar, If you wish you may 
substitute tea or chocolate for the coffee. 

You might think that one would tire of 
this breakfast, but, on the contrary, you 
wolcome it with pleasure each morning. 
The bread and the butter are always deli 
cious, and the hot drink dows not vary 
much in quantity, The French house 
keopor gets everything down to a fine 
point, and usjono atudios tho cust aud mode 
of living, one realizes that this is a neces- 
sity. 

Every morning the sorvanta are up at @ 
o'clock; the boots and shoos must bu clean 
ed, fires made, hot water and breukfast 
must be taken to the chambors, and count- 
less other duties must be performed. The 
servants are kept busy until 11 o'clock at 
night, except on rare occasions. 

Aftor broakfast tho mistress of the house 
goes to market, looks after tho servants, 
and attends to all the little detailaof the 
household, which in a house 
without number,

‘Tomy 
mind this tea reason rather for resisting 
home rulo than for granting it” 

“Thess men to whom Lord Rosebery ap 
peal, whono friendship he is ao anxious to 
secure aro the most bitter, unscrupulous 
and permanent enemies of overything 
British that can be found in Amerion 
There ie no slander strange to their tongues 
or pens when they rofer to Britivh things 
and inatitutions, \Wehave many friends 
in America, Iam proud to believe that 
our friends are tho large majority and I 
hope that the friendship will always con 
tinae, If the majority of Americans 
would venture to speak their minds they 
would, I believe, describe the Irish minor 
ity, with whom they have to stragyle, in 
language more vigorous than I would pro- 
sume to use, Ifany class in America is 
to be conolliated I would rather conciliate 
the class that loves us, not the class that 
pursues us with aoe ee 

“If the object of the Liberals be to giro 
practical independence to Ireland, the roy 
sult would be that Yhe Iriah in America 
would be dominant Jn Ireland too, You 
would then have within four hours of 

our coasts the most bitter enoiniee of

In the chapel of Caserta, a little town 
some twonty miles north of Naples, where 
{tis contained in a box of wbony, and 
shown to curiosity-loving travelers, nud 





many Yoyagors on routo for Naples diverge 
from their beaten track to visit this little 
chapel and look upon the overlastine 
morial of tho most remarkable judicial 
sontouce eyer pronounced in the history uf 
the world. Translations in Boyliah, French 
and German hang upon the wall near the 
original, and it is thus readily understood, 
while the study of the engraved linos, 
and the appearance of tho simple bias» 
appeals to tho imagination of 
moat indifferent and brings be 
mind's eye the pioture of that 
able scene, 1,800 years ago. Aside from 
the sacred aswoclations that aro called 
forth in every Christian mind at sight of 
this relic, thore is also the historical inter 
est aroused by looking upon an oxisting 
object that was contemporaneous with and 
called forth by an inojdent that will be the 
most prominent in history so long as tho 
world oxists. 

The plate reads on follows: 

“Sentence pronounced by Pontius Pil- 
ate, intendant of tho province of Lower 
Galilee, that Josus of Nazareth shall suffer 
death by the cross, 

“In the seventeonth year of the Emporor 
Tiberius, and on the 26th day of the month 
of March, in the holy city of Jerusalem, 
during the pontificate of Annanias and 
Cainphas, 

“Ponting Pilate, intendant of tho pro- 
vince of Lower Galilee, sitting in judg 
ment in the presidential seat of the pravt- 
or, sentencos Jesus of Nazareth to death 
‘on a crows between two robbers, as numer: 
ous and notorious testimonials of the peo 
ple prove: 

“1. Jesus is a misleader. 

“2, He has excited the people to sedi- 
tion. ' 

"8, He is an onomy to the laws, 

He calls himself the Son of God. 
‘5. He calls himself falsely the King of 
Inraol. 

“6, He went into the templo followed 
by a multitude of people carrying palms 
in their hands, 

“Orders tho first contarian, Qnirilius 
Cornelius, to bring him tothe place of 
execution. 

“Forbids all persons, rich or poor, to 
provent the execution of Jesus,” 

This constitutes the body and, of course, 













the interesting portion of the plate, 
but in addition the names of three 
men are perpetuated and given a 


valuo that their owners probably never 
anticipated would cling to them, by be- 
ing attached aa witnesses of the promulga- 
tion of this sentence, 

The names of the witnesses and the order 
in which they como are: 

1. Daniel Robavi, Pharisee. 

2, John Sorobabol. 

8. Raphael Robani. 

It ia believed that twelve of these plates 
were engraved and sent to the various 
tribes throughout Judea and over into the 
Roman provinces of Europe. ‘The re 
maining eleven are probably buried in 
widely separated points where they never 
will be brought to the knowledge of inan- 
kind or have long since been destroyed. 

The engraving on the plate is well done. 
The Hebrow characters are cut deep and 
with perfect accuracy,

THE DEAF AND DUMB. 


An Ablo Lecture on the Aboyo Bubject 
by Mr. R. Mathison, Principal of the 
D. & D. Institute, 


Mr. R. Mathison, M.A., principal of 
the Ontarlo Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, lectured Inst eveulng under the 
ausploos of the Y,W.0.T.U. in the rooms 
of the Y.M.0.A, ‘Tue subject was the 
Deaf and Dumb, We can only mention a 
few of the points so ably dealt with by the 
lecturer, bab we hope to see the lecture 
published In a permanent form, Mr, 
Mathison alluded to tho harsh troatmant 
acoorded to the deaf and dumb by the 
ancient Greeks and Romans, by whom the 
afloted were regarded as under divine dis- 
pleasure; and even among the nations dur- 
the later centuries this barbarous {dea 
ing prevailed, The Old Testament allusions 
to the deaf and damb, which were numer- 
ous, were quoted, and the miracles per- 
formed and the compassion manifested by 
our Sayilour to the deaf and dumb when on 
osrth were touchingly alluded to. Oub of 
Christ's miracles and compaselon have come 
the modern sympathy and proviston for the 
education of the deaf and dumb, 

Tt 1s eatimated that one in 1500 persons

Brnokn, Norway, April 28,—It is a gon 
uing pleasure to bo ablo to report that the 
Wollman north polar oxpedition 1s mov 
ing along in good ordor, I was about « 
say “moving quiotly along,"’ but how 
could a party composed of a quartet of live 
Americans and 68 Belgian dogs do any 
thing quietly?’ Our dogs hayo beon a nine 
days’ wonder over in Europo—wo and the 
dogs togethor. We hayo been the tne 
cont cause of so much astonishment among 
tho natives in two or throo countries and 
have attracted so much attention on route 
that we scarcoly know whethor we are run- 
ning ® polar expedition or a cirous. Nor 
could tho old fashioned country olrous, 
flitting from town to town between mid 
night and morn, experience more hustling 
to the square inch than we havo had since 
leaving London, Wo went straight to 
Liogo, Bolgium, being lod thither by the 
kindly interest in the dog part of our pro} 
eot which had beon taken by Colonel Nich 
olas Smith, Amorlcan consul. Wo had 
had correspondence with thé consul con: 
corhing tho uso of Belgian draft dogs in 
tho arctics, and his opinion, given after a 
yoar of closo observation of tho animals, 
confirmed the conclusion which tho writer 
had reached as a result of his own inyost! 
gations in Europe last summor. Colonel 
Smith had mado an official report on the 
uso of draft dogs in Bolgium which at 
tracted attention all over tho world, espe 
clally in the United Statos, in which ho 
showed beyond question the enormons in 
dustrial value of these faithful animals. 
In the TWnited States ho pointed out that 
there aro about 7,000,000 dogs living in 
idloness more of loss luxurious, These 
millions of animals contribute nothing 
whatover to the wealth of tho country. 
Thoy toll not; neither do they spin. Ka- 
timating tho strongth of a dog at 600 
pounds, a low cstimate, Coloncl Smith 
figured out that in those 7,000,000 dogs 
Amorioa has an Idle force of 8,500,000, 000 
pounds, or a powor which, liko faith, if 
once exercised, could move mountains, 

Colonel Smith's argument in favor of 
the uso of draft dogs on the streets of our 
American citios was convincing enough, 
but we wore interested in the draft hound 
as an arctic and not as an Industrial beast 
of burden. In reply to our inquirics Con 
sul Smith wrote os follows: 

“T haye no doubt these Belgian dogs 
will suip you to a nicety, Thoy easily 
draw a thousand pounds oyer tho rough 
block pavements which provail hero, They 
aro quick in their movomonts, very {rac 
tablo, as casily guided as ono's own nose 
and are not subject to fits, Their foot, 
never tender, toughen with usage, and 
they can easily enduro such cold as you 
expect to enoounter in the arctic summer. 
They are tougher than cither donkeys or 
mules, You know a foxhound will ina 
day run two or three horses down, and 
their cousins horo are of equal bottom In 
harness. They aro nominally fed on horse: 
flesh and black bread, though tho meat is 
often left out of thoir bill of fare, A half 
pound of bread, the cost of which is a 
cent, saturated in broth of any kind, is ro- 
garded by the dogs as a sop fit for Cerberus, 
A ration costing 5 cents and weighing one- 
half pound would be a liberal allowance 
per day.”’ 

Wo had asked Colonel Smith to give hig 
opinion of the draft dog as an artiolo of 
food for man in casayvo should bo reduced 
to the extremity of eating our friends in 
the arctics, and he replied in the following 
racy fashion: 

‘'As to the dog's edibility, you know ho 
is the ploce de resistance of all Colestial 
dinner tables, and I can only ascribe our 
American love of free lunches to a mild 
form of rabies, that which comes from 
tho biter being bitten. Be assured of tho 
wholesomencss of his flesh, Tho question 
of appetite for him. you can safely post- 
pone till the repast is served. You remom- 
ber how Juan's spaniel, 

“Spite of his entreating, 

Was killed and portioned out for eating. 

“They do say thero {s a sauce prepared 
in the arctic regions so much more piquant 
than caviaro or chatneo that it savyors 
even an anthropophagous feast. In the so- 
lection of your party, thorefore, consider 
their esculont qualities ag well as thoso of 
your dogs. Be sure that you haye no rev- 
erend Pedros in your train.'’ 

It was therefore to Liego that we went 
from London to hayo there the friendly as- 
sistance of this able champion of the draft 
dog. It was well that we did so, for wo 
could not have been in better hands. Tho 
consul and his son—tho latter a bright lad

was, but ouhapplly withoat mush effoob 
upon success!ve Councils. Had thoro boon 
@ boglunlog made bhirty, or ovon tov, yoars 
ago, in the paving of FroutStreot, the con- 
struction of sewers, and the laylug down of 
pormanent aldewalks, wo would havo mado 
groat progross by thls time, and tho annual 
expenditure for public works would have 
boon mach lossoned. 

Tostead of that, however, a hand-to- 
month polloy has gonorally beon followed, 
and the resul has been on expendl'ure very 
much groaster than ought to have been the 
ote had a small amount of work of o last- 
lng charactor boon done every year, and 
vory little work of a durable charactor to 
show for {t. 

Now that the olty’s finances aro In o 
more satlefactory oondi\lon than they have 
been for some yoars past, wo would once 
more urgo upon the Council that tre 
dosirabliity of beglnntog the systematic 
constraction of pormanont works. A good 
commencement might well bo made with 
the sidewalks, which most nearly concern 
tho great majority of tho peop’s, Oar 
wooden platforms are nelthor ornamental 
nor sanitary, and thoy cosh more than 
almost any other atyle of walk.

sands of mon who devote tholr onorglos to 
tho brocding of dogs for beauty, ugliness, 
for tho chaso or for potas wore to turn their 
attention for a few decados to tho produe- 
tlon of a breed for draft, they mightevolyo 
adog that could pull 2,000 pounds, or as 
much as an ordinary horse, and in so do:

ready the mere clroumstance of use has in 
wostern Europe produced a dog with ex 
traordinarily tough fect, heavily muscled 
logs, sinewy shoulders—a dog which gots 
himsolf down toward tho ground and pulls 
likeamule, If this ia tho result of the 
chanco of mere use, What could not be done 
with the dosign of skillful interbreeding 
of hounds, mastiffs and bulldogs? 

Tho special advantage which those doge 
possess for our use in tho arotics consists 
of their strength, which is greater than 
that of tho Eskimo or Siberian dog; of 
thoir tractability, which is such that one 
team will follow another even without a 
driver; of their immunity from the epl- 
demies which carry off so many of tho 
packs heretofore used in tho arctics, and 
of thoir ability to got along with so little 
food. We have been asked about a million 
times if these dogs can withstand tho cold 
of the arctics, and about a half million 
times wo haye replied that the summer of 
the arctics has no severe cold, and we 
hayo further explained that the two most 
adaptable animals of the world aro the 
two which we are taking with us—men 
and dogs. These aro the creatures that 
are able to pass in asingle season from 
equatorial heat to arctic cold without suf- 
fering ill effects from tho yiolont transi- 
tion. Whatever 4 man can onduro a dog 
can withstand, and not much deponds upon 
the breed in olther case, Payer had with 
him on his sledge journeys in Franz-Jo- 
sef Land four or flyo swarthy Italians, and 
they endured 40 degrees below zero without 
® murmur, Nor aro wo tho first to take 
European dogs to the arctics. Payer had 
with him in Franz-Josef Land a number of 
dogs from Vienna, and ho testified that 
they were-of more service to him, even in 
oxtremo cold, than tho Siberian animals 
which he had with him. The only trouble 
with his European dogs, he explained, 
was that they had not been trained to 
draft. In this respect our pack 4s ideal. 

We had great sport buying our dogs in 
Liege. Besides we gave tho lazy Liegoir 
such a shock of astonishment os they had 
novyer before experienced. We arrived hore 
ona Monday morning. To avoid bulling 
a market in which we were the only buy- 
ers we caused the report to bo spread that 
wo wanted a dozen dogs, though to our 
friends we confessed that we wanted half 
o hundred. Moreover, we wanted them 
quickly. A fow dog oxporta wero called 
{nto consultation. ‘Yes, you can get 50 
dogs here,’’ they sald, “but it will take 
you three weeks to do it.’ This would 
not do for our expedition that is to make 
its dash toward the polo in tho space of a 
finglo summer, and we gently suggested 
that three days and not three weeks would 
be more in our line. ‘Impossible, mon 
sieur!’’ But we thought we would try it. 
That American confidence in tho power of 
gold and hustle combinod has not yet beon 
beaten out of us.

Tho manner of disposing of the dead tn 
the Hawalian Islands is also in accord with 
the Hebrow cnstom. Tho body was em- 
balmed and covered with a glotinous sub 
stance or wash, to seal effectually the 
pores of the skin and exclude all air 
The body was then deposited in the side 
of » precipice, The practice of im 
molating one or more wives of a chief was 
carried on to a considerable extent in the 
Hawaiian group inenrlier days. Asa maui 
fostation of love and attachment, the wives 
ot a chief would voluntarily die, which act 
Was called moe: pu, companionship in sleep 
This practice can be traced to the Vedio 
Hindoos, the only difference being thatthe 
wifo was immolated on the funeral pyre, | 
Some stress has been laid on the pecrjiar 
institutions, called cities of refuge, or Pun 
honua, which were found to have obtained 
proisinence among the Hawaiians, aid 
Which have been quoted as another instant 
of Hebrew intlnence npou the custom and 
cultate of the inlindora, ‘The cities of re 
fuge, however, were not peculiar to the 
Hobrowas, hoy «assed in the time of an 
viwit Greece, We read of the temple of 
Ceres, At Hermione, in Argolis, which was 
a siinilar jostitution, and there were nam 
verous others, both there and elsewhere, 
where the Cushite influence had molified 
the customs and molded the curts of the 
people on ita own pattern, 

Besides the traditions of the Hawaiians, 
their practice of incantation and divination, 
and mavy peculiarties of their language 
alow a relation not only with the Hebrews, 
bac also with the fire-worshippers of 
Persia, tho Brahmins and Buddhists of 
India, and other branches of the Ayran

Sonthorn Africa contains a suflicient 
number of large ostrich farms to keep the 
wholo world supplied with feathers, Tho 
ostrich farming commeneed in California 
haa not proven o success thus far. Cape 
Town, Africa, is the largest depot in the 
world fur ostrich feathers, Many large 
houses ii England are represented there 
by agents who ship these goods to London, 
whore they are sold at auction every two 
months tw buyers from all countries. No 
imitation of the ostrich featier has ever 
been found, though years ago dealers un- 
wuccesstully experimented with the plum- 
aye of the vulture for this purpose, The 
Kuyptian feathers are the most valuable, 
costing sowetimes four hundred dollars a 
pound. but such feathors last a lifetime, 
‘od will stand any amount of curling, clean- 
ing wud dyeing. The plumes are classed 
under the names ot wild, tame, male, 
female, white, black, deab and byacks 
They are cut from the quill stubs, which 
the birds shed afterward, aud tied in 
bunches of from eight to fifty feathers, the 
tail feathers predominating, Lhe wild 
birds are rare, and the feathers very fine 
aud the flue of a high lustre, Byacks are

HARBOR Dy >ROVEMENTS, 


What the Commissioners Propose to do 
this Yoar, 


An InreLLIGENOER reporter was shown a 
plan of the harbor improvements to-day and 
if caicled oub an proposed they will make a 
decided change In the appearance of the 
west side of the river mouth, or what fs 
now known as Ashery Polnt. Tho olty 
havo parchosed the atrip of land between 
Ooloman St, and the river extending from 
the old dock south of Woose's marble 
works to the polnt just below Phippen’s 
ashory and loased it to the Harbor Oom- 
missloners for a number of yeara and they 
will Improve {t, 

The old ashory buildings will be romoved 
by the first of June and the point extend- 
Ing oud {nto the river eastward will be cab 
off and the material ased for filllog in and 
ralsing the whole bank, The embankment 
will be ralaod to the levol of the street and 
troos planted thoreon, ‘This will improve 
greatly this portien of the oclty as well e+ 
dolog away with that old eyesore—-the 
aehory. 

This rafaing of the bank, {b ts thought, 
will confine the river daring the spring 
freshets to {ts natural bed and prevent 
forthor damage by overflowlog in this 
direction. 

The drodge Qneen, which will bo ready 
for work In a fow days, will do the outting 
4nd will throw the product upon the bank, 
no that the filling in will be done with very 
Httle coat to the clty, The dredge will 
contluue the old channel ns far north as the 
old dock aad then go down and cnt another 
channel. 

The plans for this Improvement were 
submitted by the Oommissloners to Ste 
Oharles Hibbert Tapper, Minlater of 
Marine and Fishorles, and ho approved of 
them.

It was shown in evidence that Aldward, 
the prisoner, had been hit three times, 
one of the stones knocking off lin hat, 
When he stooped to pick it up bu found 
the stove and threw it, which, he seid, did 
not strike tha ground aud he had seco 
someone fall 

The jury retired about one o'clock this 
morning, and after about two hours and a 
half returned with the verdict as follows : 
‘*We, the coroner's jury, investigating 
the cause of John MeDermott’s death, 
find that the decensed — received 
injuries which caused bis death through 
being hit by a stone, but by whom the 
stone was thrown tho evidence does not 
show. Wo also find that the partios who 
wont with the express purpose of breaking 
tho law are odvomplices before the fact,”

Royalists Refuse to Take Any Partin the

Wasninoton, May 10,—Tho President 
has transmitted to Congress a despatch 
from Minister Willis, dated “Honolulu, 
April 14, in which he says that in compli- 
ance with the telegram from the depart- 
ment requiring him to keep them fully in- 
formed of the qourse of events, he encloses 
# set of resolutions adopted by o mass 
meeting of royailsts on the 9th of April. 

The meoting at which tho resolutions 
were adopted ia reported to hayo been 
quiet and orderly and the numbor of por- 
sons present is estimated at from 2,000 to 
8,000. Tho resolutiovs declared that the 
convention called by the provisional goy- 
ernment for the purpose of promulgating 
aconstitution requires all yoters to firat 
take an oath of allegiance to the provir 
sional government and to oppdse the ro: 
establishment of monarchy, 

They charactorize this as an unreason- 
able restriction upon the people, and say 
that as there is now pending bofore the 
government of tho United States, a pro- 
teat of the constitutional government of 
Hawaii against the action of those by whom 
that government was deposed, 

They, therefore, decline to register or 
take any part in the election of delegates 
to this conyention untila final reply has 
been received to this protest, addressed to 
the United States, They forwarded a 
copy of these resolutions to the miniater 
yea eh Say of the United Statea to 
fawaii, with a request that he shall for- 
ward the same to his government,

OUR TRADE WITH ENGLAND. 


Increase in Exports to the 
Mother Country. 


Enormous 


Lonpon, May 10,—The Canadian Gazette 
this week shows the continued enormous 
expansion of tradd between Great Britain 
and Canada, The importa for the month 
of April increased 82 por cent, and tho in- 
crease for the four months of 1804 is 06 
per cont, Fish jnoreased in the four 
mouths £170,000; wood, £1,600; cheese, 
P28,000; hums aud bacon, £10,000; whoat, 

00, ‘Lhe exports to Canada have do 
clined, however, For April the figures 
show a decrouso of 19 per cont., aud for 
the four months 21 per cont, The chief 
decline is in railroad iron, steel, cotton 
and woollen goods, 

The Board of Trade returns show that 
emigration to Canada declined from 8,557 
in April, 1898, to 8,524in April, 1894. 
For the first four months of 1804 emigra- 
tion to Canada declined to 6,923 from 
18,259, the figures of 1893. Emigration to 
the United States decreased ono half, but 
to Australia it increased slightly, ‘he 
total emigration is decreased by one half, 


GERMAN EDITORS LOCKED UP. 


Nine of Them Sentenced for Critloizing 
the Actions of the Police. 


Bertin, May 10.—Nino oditors were 
nontenced at the end of a two days’ trial 
for haying libelled the police in comment 
ing on their conduct at the Friedrichshain 
browery on January 18. Moot of tho ot 
fending editors were Social-Democrata, 

They received these sontencos ; Robert 
Schmidt, of tho Vorwaerts, five months 
ele ett Nessler, of the Volksblati, 
and Wiseborger, of the Berliner Zeitung. 
three months each; Zachau, of the Social- 
Democrat, and Harnisch, of the Lich- 
strahlen, two months each, ‘The rest 
were fined 150 to 800 marks each. 


ANTONIO LUCIANO HANGED. 


Italian Murderer Suffers the Penalty for 
Killing » Compatriot. 


Gnexretr, Man, May 10,—Antonio 
Luciano, one of the Italians sentenced to 
death for the murder of the Italian scis- 
sora-grinder, was hanged this morning. 

Luciano and Antonia Dogidio were both 
sentenced to death for the crime, the evi- 
donce against them boing purely ciroum- 
stantial Subsequently, Luciano confessed 
to killing his compatriot, but claimed it 
was due to an accident. The Italian 
Government intervened on behalf of tho 
condemned men. The Governor-Goneral 
yesterday signed an order-in-council com- 
muting the sentence of Degidio to impris- 
onment for life, but allowed the law to 
take its course with respect to Luciano. 

The condemned man was completely 
broken up, and went to his death with 
trembling knees and a face worked into 
horrible contortions by the intense mental 
agony he has undergone ever since the 
trial. Radoliffe, the hangman, performed 
the execution. 


Canadian Ci Question. 

Lonpon, May 10.—In connection with 
the slaughtor of cattle imported from Can- 
ada at the port of debarkation and the 
authorized examination by veterinary ex- 
pert of the lungs of the alain animals, to 
etermino whother they are free from 
tuberculosis, it has been ordered that all 
cattle before their removal from the byres 
where they are recoived shall be marked 
and until slaughtered kept apart from all 
other than Canadian cattle, Special 
slaughter houses are to be provided, and 
the slaughter shall continue during such 
time as tho Board of Agriculture shall 
direct, and in no case the lunge to be re- 
moved from tho slaughter house until ex- 
amined by the inspector, The order pro- 
vidos that every precaution shall be ex- 
ercised and the most ample opportunity 
given to test this most important question. 


The St. Anne do la Parade Di 

Quengo, May 10.—A report received 
from St. Anno de la Parade states that two 
more houses were swept away during the 
night.

Attempt to Wreck u Train. 

Winpson, May 10,—A dastardly attempt 
was inade to wreck a Michigan Central 
train near Pelton. A tie was placed across 
the tracks and was tied down in such a 
manner that had the engine struck the ob 
struction while going at a high rato of 
speed it would surely havo left the rails. 
The train was slowed up in time to strike 
the obstruction no lightly that the shook 
merely knooked the tie from the rails 
Detectives are investigating the matter and 
it is believed that the misoreante will be 
discovered among the residents in the 
neighborhood.

Smanon Sprinas, Kas., May 11.—One of 
the most determined muba that ever con 
gregated in this portion of the St 
lynohed William McKinley aud 
Lewis, for the murder of Charles Carl 
committed ono week ago. 

About a week ago Charlos Carloy, a 
son-in-law of William MoKinloy, was 
murdered, An invostigation revoaled tho 
fact that Fred, a 17-year old son of Me 
Kinley, sr., committed the crime, Tho 
boy, when arrested, mado na confenslon, 
stating that he had beon induced to kill 
his brother-in-law by hia fathor and Lis 
older brother, Lowia 

Motives for the murder seemed prin- 
oipally revenge and hatred, ‘ho mur- 
dered man only a fow weeks bofore had 
married MoKinley’s daughter, It had 
beon stipulated before tho marriage that 
the groom was to pay tho bride's futher 
$200 for the privilege of marrying her. 
The groom refused to pay this money 
after he was safely married, and thus in 
curred the enmity of his wife's father and 
brothers, 

The boy surprised Carloy while asleop, 
outting hisarm and horribly mutilating 
him with » gardon hoe, 

On Monday the threo were arraignod in 
court, whon Krod pleaded guilty as charged, 
but his father and Lewis pleaded not 
guilty, waived trial and were placed in 
the county jail Late Monday nighta 
mob of several hundred took the father 
and son to a bridge about half a mile west 
eftown and lynched them. They both 
begged piteously for mercy, Fred would 
peeved have been hanged with the 
others, but instead of taking him to the 
jail, he was kept under guard in the hotel.

tary, If it is possible that its heredity 
reaches back any further than tho oradlo 
and the nursery, thon it certainly can 
reach no further than the influence that 
alcohol may have on the unborn ohild if 
liquor is drank by the mother, 1 do not 
doubt that inebriates are born and made 
in thia manner, Mothers may sometimes 
be inebriates or take liquor as A remedy, 
The danger is to the child, The alcohol, 
no doubt, circulates through the brain of 
the unborn infant under such circum, 
stances, and puts the stamp of inebriety 
on tho dolicate tissuon. 

“When the child is born its first orying 
breath in likely to inhale the odors of 
liquor. It enters the oradle aud ita ory is 
satisied by opium and whisky. The 
method of causing inebriety in childhood 
ia the seoret of intemperance, It is to ins 
temperanoo what tho riddlo was to tho 
dragon slain by Jason when he recovered 
tho golden fleoce. That alcoliol ia a uni 
versal and general prosoription for chil 
dren's diseases needs no proof 1 do not 
doubt that a satisfactory substitute can be 
found in each case for tho alootol given 
under these circuinstances for children 
croatos tho disease of inebriety Mothere 
should not give their children alcoliol, and 
medical scieuco must find us a substi

Ton Thousand Persons Said to Have Por- 
ished in Venezucla.

Che full details of the oatastropho will 
be learned slowly, but it is probable that 
10,000 ple have porished, and it is 
gertain the groatest suffering prevails in 
the places visited by tho carthquake,

According to the Iohyerity of the people 
ii theiy particular contory lias a generation 
boon called a hundred years, or fifty years, 
or thirty years. By coninion consent in 
cur nineteenth eontury, a generation is 
fixed at twenty-five years. 

Lhe lorgest procession that eyer moved 
ix the procession of years, and the greatest 
army that ever marched is the army of 
yotierations, ‘In each genoration there aro 
about nino fall regimonta of days, ‘Those 
9,125 days in each gehoration march with 
Wonderful precision, ‘Lhey never break 
rink#. 'Thoy never ground arma. They 
hover pitch tents” They never halt. Thoy 
are riever off on furlough, ‘They caine out 
of the eternity past, and they move on 
toward the etervity, future, They, cross 
rivers without ang bridges or boats. The 
six hundred iminortalé of the Crimea dash 
ing into then cause no confusion. They 
Tove ay ipldly At wmidalpht ad’at midnoon, 
Their haversacks are full of good bread 
aud bitter aloes, clusters of richest vintage 
and bottles of agonizing tears. With a 
regular tread that no order of ‘double 
quick” can hasten, or obstacle oan slacken, 
their tramp is on, and on, and on, and on, 
while mountains crumble and pyramids 
die, “One generation passoth, and an- 
other generation cometh,” 


This is ny twenty-fifth anniversary sor- 
mov, 1869 and 1894. It is twenty-five 
years siticd Tassumed the Tabernacle past- 
orate, A whole genoration has passed. 
Three generations wo have known: That 
which preceded’ our own, that which is 
now at the frout, and the one coming on, 
We are at the heels of our predecessors, 
and our successors are at our heels, What 
© generation it was that preceded us! We 
who are now in the front regiment aro the 
only ones competent to tell the new gener- 
ation just now coming fo sight what our 
predecessors were. Biography cannot tell 
t Autobiography cannot tell it. — Bi- 
ographies are generally written by special 
frivids of the departed, perhaps by wif, 
or son, or dwughter, and they only tell the 
good things. The biographers of one of 
tho first presidents of the United States 
makos no record of the president's account 
books now in the archives at the Capitol, 
which I have seon, telling how mach he 
lost or gained daily at the gaming table. 
The biographers of one of tho oarly secre- 
taries of the United States never do- 
rcribed the scone that day witnessed when 
the secretary was carried dead drank 
from the state apartinents to his own home, 
Autobiography is written by the man him- 
self, and no One would revord for future 
times his own weaknesses aud moral defi- 
cits. Those who keep diaries put down 
only things that read well. No man or 
woman that ever lived dare to’ make full 
record of all the thoughts and words of a 
lifetime. Woe who saw and heard much of 
the geueration marching just ahead of us 
are far more able than any book to doe- 
scribe accurately to our successors who 
ovr predecessors were, . Very much like 
ourselves, thank you. Human nature in 
them very mach like linman’ nature in us, 
At our timo of life they were very much 
like wo now are, At tho time of life they 
wore in their teens they were very much 
like you who are in yonr teens, and at the 
time they were in their twenties thoy were 
very mugh like you who are in your twen- 
ties. Human nature got an awfal twist 
wider a froit tres in Edon, and though the 
xrace of God does much to straighten 
things, every new generation has the same 
twist, and the#amo work of straightening 
out has to be done over again. 

Among that gertration that is past, as 
in our Own, and as ft will be in: the genera 
tion following us, those who succeeded be- 
came the target, shot at by those who did 
hot sneered, In those times, as in ours, 
man’s bitterest enemies were those whom 
ho had befriended and helped. Hates, 
jenlousies and revenges were just as lively 
in 1869 as in 1804, Hypoériay sniffed and 
looked solemn then as now. ‘There was 
just as inuch avarice among the apple bar. 
rela as now among tho cotton bales, and 
among tho wheelbarrows as among the lo 
comotives, The tallow candlea. saw the 
fame wind that aro now found under the 
cloctrie lights. Homespun waa just as 
proud as is the modern fashion plate, 
Twenty-five yoara—yea, twouty-five con 
turies—bave not changed human nature a 
particle, I say this for the encouragement 
of those who think that our times mono 
polize wll tho abominations of the ages 
One minate after Adam got outside of 
Paradiso he was just like you,O man! One 
step afer Eve left the gate she was just 
like you, O woman! All the faults and 
Yices aro many times coutenarians, Yen, 
the cities. Sodem, Gomorrah, Pompeii, 
Heroulaneum, Heljopolis and ancient 
Momphis wero as much worso than our 
modern cities as you might expect, from 
tho fact that the modern citiés have some 
what yielded to the restraints of Christian- 
ity, while those ano'ont cities wore not 
limited in their abominations, 

Yes, that generation which passed off 
within the last twonty-five yoars had thoir

It would be p 
dreadful sentence if olr race were doomed 
to remain here a thousand winters aud p 
thousarid simmers, God koep us here 
just long enongh t6 give us an appotite for 
heaven. Had wo béen born in célestial 
roalms wo would tiot Hive been able to ap 
preolate the bliss. It needs « good many 
rongh blasts iu this world to qualify us to 
properly estimate the superb climate of 
that good land where it is never tov coli 
or too hot, too cloudy or too glaring. 
Heaven will be more to ns than to,thodo 
sopornal beings who were never tempted, or 
sick, or bereayed, or tried, or disappointed. 
thing can rob ua of the satisfaction 
that uncounted thonsands of the genera:

worshiped: Tho two great organs of the 
previous churches went down in tho moni- 
orable fires, but the multitudinous songs 
they led yoar after your were not recalled 
or injured.

During the passing of the last generation 
some peculiar events have unfolded. Ouo 
day while resting at Sharon Springs, N.Y,, 
1 k it was in 1870, the yenr after m: 
settlement in Brooklyn, and while walking 
in the park of that place, I found myself 
asking the question, ‘I wonder if there is 
any special minsion for me to execute in 
this world? If there is, may God show jt 
to me! “There soon came upon me a 
great dosire to preach the gospel through 
the seoular printing press, I real- 
ized that the vast majority of people, even 
in Christian lands, never enter a churoli, 
and that-it would bo an opportunity of 
usefajness infinite if that door of publica- 
tiou were opened, And so I recorded that 
prayer in a blank book, and offered the 
prayer day in and day outuntil the answer 
came, though in a way different from that 
which I had expected, for it came through 
the misrepresontation and perseoption df 
enemies, and I have to record itor tho 
encouragement of all sainisters of the 
Gospel who are misrepresented, that if 
the misrepresontation be virulent onough 
and bitter enough, and continuous enoagh, 
there is nothing that so widena& one's field 
of usefulness 8 hostile attacks, if you aro 
really doing the Lord’s work, ‘The bigger 
the lio told about me, the bigger the d@- 
mand to see and hear what I really was 
doing. From one stage of sermonio pub- 
lication to another, the work bas gone on, 
until week by weok, and for about twenty- 
three years, Ihave had the world for my 
audience, 48 no man ever had, and to day, 
more 60 than at any other time, The 
syndicates inform me that my sermons go 
now to wbont twenty-five millions of people 
in all lands. 1 mention this not in vain 
boast, but as a testimony to the fact that 
God answers prayer, Would God I hail 
better occupied the fleld and been more 
consecrated to the work! May God for- 
give me for lack of service in the past, and 
double, and quadruple and quintuplo ny 
work in fature, 

In this my quarter-century sermon, I re- 
cord the fact that side by gide with the 
procossion of blessings has gone a pro- 
cession of disasters, I am preaching to 
day in the fourth church building since I 
began in this city, My firat sermon was 
in the old church on Schermerhorn street, 
to an audience chiefly of empty seats, for 
the churoh was almost extinguished, That 
chureh filled and overflowing, we built 
larger one, which after two or threo yoars 
disappearod in flame, Then we built ano 
ther church, which also in a lino of fiery 
succession disappoared in tho same way. 
Then we put up this building, and: may it 
stand for many years, & fortress of right 
eousness, and a lighthouse for tho storm 
tossed, its gates orowded with vast as: 
somblages long after We have coased to fre- 
quent them. 

We have raised in this ohurch over one 
million and thirty thousand dollars for 
church charitable purposes during tho pro 
sent pastorate, while Wo have yivon, free 
of all oxponso, the Gospel to hundreds of 
thousands of strangers, year by your, I 
record with gratitude to God that daring 
this generation of twenty-five years, I ro. 
member but two Swbbathe that 1 have 
missed service through anything like ply 
sical indisposition, Almost a fanatic on 
the subject of pliyaical exercise, I have 
made tho Parks, with which our ojty ia 
blessed, the means of good physical con 
dition. A daily walk and ren in the opon 
alr have kept me ready for work and in 
good humor with all the world I say to 
all young ministers of the Gospol, it is 
easier to keop good health than to regain it 
whon onge lost, Tho reason #0 many good 
men think the world is going to ruin is be 
canse their own physioal condition fe on 
the down grade. > man Ought to prenoh 
who has @ diseased liver, or an enlarged 
apleen, Thore are two things ahead of us 
that ought to keep ua Cheerful in onr work

bubbles which are confined In the water, fo

It ought hardly to be called cold wator per- 
hops, but ib ts cortainly far from being as 
hot as ordinary bolling water. This atate of 
things ts found on all high mountain tops, 
as the atmosphero grows wenker and {ta 
pressure less as one ascends, 
A gentleman travelling at a great clova- 
tion in the Andes Mountains put some po- 
tatoos Ins pob of water over a hot tire. The 
water bogan to boll Almont immediately, but 
the potatoes did nob cook. All the after- 
noon and all night the water bubbled and 
bollod, still the potatoes were nob cooked.

tion on the part of the Conservatives be 
dropped. The Conservatives have alroady 
burdened the bill with abont two hundred 
amondindits, “and there ‘la therefore no 
doubt that tho Ministers’ will have no 
dificnlty in obtainiiy the assent of the 
meeting to’ the wholesale application’ of 
the closure raloin expediting its passage, 














The English Liberals are greatly 
plassad and encouraged — by tho 
loyalty displayed by the McCarthyite 


section of the Irish party, The dosertion 
of the Parnollite faction to the Conser- 
vatives might have inflicted a mortal 
wound upon home rule if the main body 
of tho Irish Nationalists had failed to sup- 
port the Government in full stretch on the 
occasion Uf the divividfi on the second 
reading of the budget. Instead of turning 
their bucks upon the only friends they had 
in Parliamont, as the Parnellites did, the 
MoCarthyites cast their votes for the Gov- 
ernment to a man, ‘This fidelity to their 
political companions haye won for them 
the warm admiration of the Liberals and 
their action cannot fail to find dne recog: 
nition in the future. In view of the prob- 
able early dissolution of Parliamont the 
election agents throughont the kingdom 
have been warned by their respective 
chiefs to get everything in readiness for a 
now genoral election, Already large party 
purses have been subscribed, 

A. J. Mundella, Président of the Board 
of Trade, has resigned his seat in the Cab- 
inet, but retains his seat in Parliament, 
His reason is, he says, that he wishes to 
ayoid the appearance of a conflict between 
his public and private interests which has 
restlted from his relations to the New 
Zealand Loan Company, 

The correspondent had an interview 
with Ida Wells, the young colored woman 
from Mémphis who fs here on a mission to 
aronsé British public opinion against the 
prevalent custom in thé Southern States of 
summarily punishing heinous crimes of 
negroes by hanging, burning, otc. Mise 
Wells expressed herself as greatly encour- 
aged by the success she has had in enlist: 
ing English sympathy with the brutally 
treated American negro and js confident 
that the popular outery in England against 
the barbarisin of the Southern whites in 
tholr treatment of their colored fellow 
citizons will have the offect of putting a 
stop to lynchings, whippings, ete, in the 
near future, A correspondent of the 
Westminster Gazette, who has just ro. 
turned to London from a four years’ ao- 
jonrn in the Southern States, tella an en- 
Uirely different story. In a letter to the 
Gazette ho says that the attempt to agitate 
Great Britain over tho downtrodden negro 
in America is ridiculous. Tho negroes 
north and south, he says, are better paid 
and better treated than the laborers in 
England, and when willing to work they 
haye no reason to complain. 

The Kev. Dr. Lunn, who recently headed 
a party of English clergymen ona pilgriin- 
ago to Jerssalem, on Saturday issued a 
circolar lettér to the prelates and leading 
clergymen in England asking them to co- 
operate in prayer at their respective ser- 
loos yesterday for the unity. of all the 
Christian churches, To this circular 
Cardinal Vaughan replied that it was 
needless for Qutholies to join in special 
prayer for church reunion. If outsiders 
yearn for unity, he says, they can find it 
witliin the pale of the church. Mr. Glad- 
stone, to. whom a circular was sent, replied 
that he reeegnized the importance of 
Christian unity, bat declined to state his 
Yiows in regard toan interchange of pul- 
pits, which was one of the dotaila of tho 
plan outlined by Mr, Lunn. Several 
prominent Congregational ministera re- 
fused to co operate in the movemont, as 
they decline to recognize alleged evils re- 
sulttny from the present division of the 
church. he Archbishop of Canterbury 
is in ontiro sympathy with the movemont, 
and sont a measage to the clergy under 
his cliarge to offer prayer for unity. 

The Dukfof York fins itimated to the 
adiniralty Ligflosiro to, résume his position 
in the nayy, Indicating his preference for 
daty at home stations to begin with. Itig

BROOKLYN TABERNACLE BURNED. 








Vor tho Third Time Talmage's Church is 
Dostroyod, 

Brooxiyn, May 14.—Roy. Dr. ‘Tal 
mago's new tabernaclo, at the corner of 
Clinton and Groono avenues, Brooklyn, 
was burned yesterday, The Hotel Regent 
adjoining, and several dwelling houses in 
the vicinity were alsodostroyed. ‘The loss 
iu estimated at $1,000,000, 

‘This is the third time Dr. Talmage bas 
lost his church by fire. Ho was in the 
church when the firo started, surrounded 
by a number of lis congregation, but all 
escaped. Hoe was moyod to tears as he 
witnessed the dostruction of the beautiful 
edifice, Four firemen were injured during 
the fire, not fatally however, and thero 
Was groat excitement and scenes of panio 
as tho fire progressed. 

The fire was discovered just after the 
congregation had been dismissed from the 
morning service, A small boy rushed into 
the charch through one of the open doors 
and informed the sexton that he had seon 
smoke coming out of the windows on the 
Waverly avenue side of the charch. The 
boy volunteered to go up in the back of 
the organ to see if it was there He did 
#0, and a second later ho appeared before 
the three gentlemen with face black- 
ened and almost suffocated from smoke, 
All he could say was that ho discovered 
tho firo in the back of the organ. Dr. 
Talmage and Mesira. Day and Moody then 
started for the organ, but before they could 

ot near it, flames burst from the top. 
The gentlemen then mado a burried exit, 

The flames spread with lightning rapid. 
ity and the sparks flew in all. directions. “ 
The groatest excitement provailed. 

The people living in the Hotel Regent 
wore just getting ready for dinner whon 
the fire was discovered. They fled from 
thoir apartmonts loaving everything behind 
them. The firemen were kept busy put- 
ting out small fires which ocourred in the 
houses near by, and in the vicinity of four 
blocks of the church and hotel. Tho 
Summoertield ME. clutch at Greene and 
Washington. avenues, also caught  fite 
from flying sparks and damaged the build- 
ing to the extent of $35,000, . 

Despite the efforts of the firemen the 
flames sproad quickly and the ndjoloing 
houses caught fire, five on Greene ayends 
bustaining damaye all the way from $5,000 
to $15,000, While the firemen ‘Were at 
work on the houses ou Greene avenue 
flames were seen coming from_tho roofs of 
the four housea on Washington. They 
were extinguished after haying damaged 
each honse to the extent of $1,500. Two 

~ houses and a stable on Waverly nyenad 
wore also damaged to the extent of froin 
$2,000 to $5,000 each. 7 

Tho Tabernacle and Hotel Regent were 
completely gutted, Nothing romains bat 
the walls. The total loss 4 estiniated ata 
little over a million dollirs, Tho loss on 
the Hotel Regent, including the baildings- 
paintings, wna the guests’ household goods 
will amount to $600,000. The loss ou tle 
Tabernacle is about $400,000 ond the ad, 
foiuing buildings are. reported to bo dau- 
aged to the oxtent of $5,000, 

Perhaps the loss which will grieve Dr. 
Talmazo the wost ia that of the 
memorial stones which he brought from 
the east and which were set in the wall at 
the right of the organ, Russel Saye who 
holds a mortyago on the tabernacle of 
$125,000 and interest auounting to $15,000 
said thé tabernacle was insured aud he 
would stand by the church and help them 
get on their feet again, 

Dr. Talmage wiil start on his trip around 
the world to-day, The tabernacle was in- 
sured for $180,000 in four companies, 
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It will scon be time to mak 
a change in your,underwear for — 
lighter ones.

Cleaning and Curling Feathers. 


White or light colored feathers can be 
washed in benzine without losing their 
curlor color. Thoy should be awang in 
the alr antildry, Another plan for white 
feathers is to wash them in warm water 
and castile soap; rinse three times to re. 
move ally all the soap; pass through a 
warm solution of oxalic acid and then 
lightly starch; dry in a warm rooin by 
lightly beating each feathor against the 
hand or near the fire. Hats trimmed with 
feathers should be kept in a bandbox when 
not in use to preserve them from dnat and 
damp. In the sunimer rip feathers ont of 
winter hats and put them in a tightly- 
sealed box with yum camphor, To carl 
ostrich feathers have a dull knife, with 
the top hollowed out near the point if you 
are going to make a business of it, Hold 


near to scorch it, shaking it gently until 
warm; then holding the foath in tho loft 
hand, place the fibre of the feather between 
the thumb and knife edge and draw it 
along quickly, curling the end only. If 
feathers are damp at ony time the curl 
may be retained by holding the hat over 
the fire and waving it until dry; then 
place in a cool room for the fibres to stif- 
fen, Feathers may also be curled over a 
knife held near a hot flatiron, the heat 
making the curl more durablo. A little 
blue in the water in which white feathers 
are washed’ improves the color, 





Remodeling Feathers, 


Thin, worn-out tips or plames may be 
improved by fastening two together and 
then curling the fibres as though they wero 
one, Other worn-out feathers are ourled 
up to be very narrow, using a tight curl, 
like the Prince of Walea oluster. If only 
the ends are good cut the quill shorter aud 
use fora tiny tip. Pompons, like a huge 
rosette, are made of two or threo tips 
twisted to form the soft ball, and aigrottes 
added in the contre. Buy good feathers in 
the beginning for their wear and appear- 
ance, The 
per cont. more costly than the ordinary 
ones, but they aro always extreme novel 
ties Long plumes can be doubled up to 
disguise their longth when desired. ‘Lips 
can be pieced ont in length, as well as nd: 
ded in the way of thickness, using glazed 
thread for fastening them securely to- 
gether. Working with feathers requires 
pationce, and deft and neat fingers, but all 
of thone are easily obtained with a will and 
experience, and nothing will excel thom as 
Ornaments of uso and besuty in the dress 
and millinery lines, Feathors are now 
mixed with fur, lace, velvet, ribbon, 
flowors, straw, etc., and are worn almost 
as much during the summor as in the win 
ter months. owing to the caprice of 
“Dane Fashion.”

NATIONAL LEAGUE CONVENTION, 
Annual Convention in Livyerpool—F 
Controversy Will be Dincouragod. 


Lrverroon, May 14.—Tho abnual con 
yention of the Irish National Loeaygne of 
Groat Britain was hold in Ltyerpool on 
Saturday. T. P. O'Connor, M.P., prowl 
dont of the league, pronided. Thore was 
afull attendance of the leaders of the 
Irish party, among them Jobn Dillon 
Timothy M. Healy, Arthur O'Connor, 
Timothy D, Sullivan, Thos, J. Condon and 
othors of leasor note, The report of the 
treasurer was road, showing that tho in 
come of the league for tho past year had 
been £8,618, Addresses wore mado advis 
ing the Irish party to maintain « close 
and constant alliance with the Liberals. 

The convention passed a gompromise ro- 
solution. Tho delogatos expreed in this 
resolution thoir regret that dissonsions had 
divided the mombers of the loague and 
recommended that all diffloulties be settled 
within the league's councils, whose deci: 
sions the members whould accept loyally 
and finally, The convention resolved alwo 
toa to the Irish people to discourage 
public controversy aa injurious to the na- 
tional movement, T. P, O'Connor was 
ro-olected preaident. 

Dologate Quinn, on behalf of Glasgow 
branch, moved to rosolnd thé rule com- 
polling Irishmen to vote for Liberal oandi- 
dates {n munfolpal eleotions, and allow 
them to vote for labor or other oand- 
didates, 

Mr. O'Connor said that would be equiva- 

lont to a severance of the Irish from the 
Liberal party. The delegates from Glas- 
gow, Edinburgh and soveral other cities 
opposed the motion, and it was lost by » 
large majority, 
Bele ate Sullivan, of Bradford, moved » 
resolution that the convention condemn 
the dissentions in tho Irish parliamentary 
party, which are the greatest obstacles to 
the cause of home rule, A number of 
branches presented similar resolutions, but 
one branch at Liverpool offered a resolu- 
tion which declared that factionism was 
preferable to bossism, and that it would 
rather be ruled by Redmond and Harting- 
ton than by Dillon and O'Brien, The 
reading of the resolution was interrupted 
goveral times by protests, 

Delegate Dunn, of Bormondsoy, said the 
minority had o right to guard against 
the intrigues of the majority with the 
Parnollitos. 

At the National League mass moeting 
Inst evening resolutions wore passed ox- 
pressing full confidence in the judgment, 
ntogrity and patriotism of the Irish party 
leaders, Justin MoCarthy said in his ad- 
dross that the Irish situation was as hops 
ful as ever. John Dillon and Michael 
Davitt exhorted all home rulers to 
unity.

_ Prof. Henry Morley Dead. 

Lonpon, May 15.—Prof. Honry Morley, 
L.L.D., the distinguished author and 
lecturer, is dead. Prof. Morley was born 
in London September 15, 1822. He was 
educated at the Moravian school on the 
Rhine and at King’s oollege, London, of 
which college he was an honorary fellow, 
He practised modicineJa short timo in bis 
early life, and was later editor of the Ex- 
aminor in London. He was the author of 
a largo number of works on various sub- 
jects, Ho was English lecturer at King's 
eallegs from 1857 to 1865, professor of 
English language and literature at Uni 
versity college, London, from 1865 to 
1882, and upon his retirement to Carls- 
brooke in 1839 he was made emeritus pro- 
fessor,

KILLED BY HER CRAZY SON 


Ho Caressed His Aged Mother, Thon 


Stabbed Her to the Heart. 


OTHERS WOUNDED BY HIS KNIFE 


In @ Desperate Frousy the Manino Chases 


Madly Through the Streets Stabbing 


and Striking AIL in His Way = He 


Severely Wounds Four Veople Before 


Helng Overpowered, 


Auuany, N.Y, Eugene Brady, 

« maniac, killed r, aged 65, 
in a fit of violence and attempted to kill 
four other persone, With throe kuives in 
his hands he ran wildly around the atreots 
ontting right and left, nssaulting every one 
whom he mot. Before the police over 
powered hiin he bad out his aleter in law, 
fra, Jamos Brady, Alfred J, V, Werner, 
Mra. Jobn Kolly and Patrick Rico, Mrs 
Kolly's wounds aro serious but it is not 
thought they will Prove fatal. 

Eugene Brady began quarrolling with 
hia mother and winters for no apparent 
reason and they soon determined that he 
was not in hia right mind aw Brody's father 
had been Insane and was released from an 
asylum but a sbort time ago, The daugh 
ter Jonnio went to a nearby lomber yard 
and asked that some of the employes be 
went to the house to quiet her brother. ‘Tho 
proprietor and two employes repaired to 
the house and found Brady in the kitchen 
on the ground floor yelling at those around 
him and throatoning to kill them, When 
the men ontored the huuse Brady ran up. 
stairs and jumped from o second stor 
window, Tho men ran outside and pi 
him up, carried him into the house, plac 
him on a lounge and bathed his 1. Hoe 
revived ina few minutes and before he 
could be stopped, jumped up and grabbed 
@oommon case knife, a oan oponer nud 
carving knife, 

He thon ran out of the house and began 
a wild and terrible chase through the 
neighborhood, He carried the case knite 
and can opener in one hand and the 
carving knife in tho other, His mothor 
and sister had followed him, and at the 
corner of Vino and Greon street, a mun 
tried to strike Brady. ‘The sister hold lis 
hand and orled ‘Don't strike him,’ pre- 
venting him from doing 80. But for hor 
act the murder might have been pre- 
vented. 

The mother now came ronning up and 
caughtfhold of her son's arm. ‘The infuri- 
ated man now became calm and dropped 
all but the carving knifo. Tho two then 
walked back to the house and when they 
reached the yard in which his home was 
Brady threw his arms aronnd his mother's 
neck and kissed ber. Hethen plunged the 
long knifejinto her breast, striking her to 
the heart, and she died ina fow minutos. 
H tor-in-law was standing near ana he 
slashed at her, tho knife ontching her on 
the right arm, At least 200 people saw tho 
murder, Brady thon started on another 
wild chase for a number of blocks, 
Ho was followed by a dozen men who 
wanted to capture him, but when he 
turned upon them they fled, A. J. V. 
Werner who tried to stop him received » 
bad knife wound op tho arm, On Guanse- 
yoort stroot, Patrick Rice was painting the 
Cee of a house, As he was bending over 
Brady came upon him and plunged the 
knife into his right hip. 
not serious. 

Brady continued on and his noxt victim 
was Mre. John Kolly, who ran into her 
house as Brady approached. Tho latter 
followed and plunged the knifo into her 
back twice as she wasrunning up the 
stairs, Hor wounds are not fatal. His 
pursuers were closing ‘in on him now, 
when the police patrol wagon then camo 
along. It took four men to get him in the 
patrol wagon. Ho was taken to the jail 
and locked up. He was a horrible sight, 
being covered with blood and his cinthes 
being torn from his back. 


MONTREAL LIBEL SUIT. 


Judge Taschoreau's Judgment in the St. 
Louls vy. Ayotte © 


MontreaL, May 16,.—Justice Taschor- 
eau has rendered an interesting judgment 
dismissing a reply in law to dofondant’s 
plea in the action of Horace St. Lonis vy. 
Ayotte, editor of Le Trifluviun, of Three 
Rivera, Le Trifluvien published an article 
commending Father Lacassea’ work, ‘Dans 
le Camp Ennomi,” particularly that part 
of it wherein Mr, St. Louis was stigmatized 
a bad Catholic and deserving of excom- 
munication on account of his ocoupying 
the position of counsel for the Canada 
Revue Company in their now celebrated 
action against Archbishop Fabre. Mr. St. 
Lonis sues Le Trifluvien's editor for $200 
damngos. The latter pleads mainly the 
truth of the statements thut Mr. St. Lovis 
is a bad Catholic, Mr, St. Louis’ reply in 
law asked that the defence be rejected on 
the ground that the truth of an injnrions 
statomont was no justification for its cir 
culation. The judge expressed himself 
strongly in favor of this view, but declared 
ho was obliged to be guided by the jurin- 
prudence ostablished fy the Court of Ap- 
pealin recent decisions and reserve the 
case for trial on its morits, to give the de- 
fendant opportunity to prove, if possible, 
the truth of tho alleged injurious state- 
ment, 


TAKING COAL FROM CANADA. 


Coal Companies Intond Fighting the Strike 
to a Finish 


New York, May 16.—TYhere has been 
50,000 tons of English and Nova Scctia 
coal sold to arrive in New York, a portion 
of which has already been shipped from 
Cardiff, Liverpool and Glasgow, and from 
Sidney, Nova Scotia.

Negotiations are on foot for the purchase 
of 100,000 tons more to be delivered here 
between the firat and tenth of June by the 
same parties for the same purpose, From 
this fact it ia inferred that coal companies 
intend fighting the strike to the finish. The 
present low rates of ocean freight make 
tho operation possible to bring coal from 
England in unlimited quantities and at 
competing prices oven by steam, as vory 
little freight is now coming this way.

bors, but that he would expect that in that 
seo Wodhesday should bo. given to the 
vornuiont for publio mensures, Hon, 
Mr. Laurier objected to giving Wednoa- 
day, and SirJolin Thompson replied that 
that wos an end to the adjournment, 

These bills, which had been received 
from the Senate, wore introduced and rend 
a first timo: Sir hn Thompson—To 
amend tho Incurance Act, Mr, Davis—To 
incorporate the Red Deer Valley Railway 
& Coal Company, Mr, Rosa (Lisyar)—Re- 
Aproting the Manitoba & “Northyweatern 
Railway Company. Sir John Thompson— 
Reapeoting the arrest, trial and imprison- 
ment of youthful offenders, 

These bills, which had been passed in 
tho Senate, were read a third time, Sir 
Obarles Hibbert Tupper—To amend the 
Harbor Masters’ Act, Sir Charles Hibbert 
Tupper—To amend tho Act respecting 
lighonses, buoys and beacons of Sable 
Island. Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper—Re- 
apeoting public harbors. 

To Distranchise Belbed Voters, 

The House went into committee to fur- 
ther consider Dr. Weldon’s bill to disfran- 
chiae yoters who have taken bribes. 

Mr. Jonoas thought that the bill should 
not pass unless provision were made to 
punish the party offering the bribe as well 
as tho receiver, 

Dr, Weldon pointed ont that it would 
be difficult to secure evidence if both part- 
fes were to be punishment, 

Mr, Jeannotte moved, in amendment to 
tho second clause, that the time for pre- 
kénting 4 petition for the purpose of mak- 
ing an enquiry be limited to thirty days 
after an election instead of sixty days, as 
in the bill. 

Dr. Weldon, with a view to keeping 
clear of election petitions, moved that the 
olause read; ‘On a day not less than 
forty days, and not more than sixty days, 
after the election is held.” 

The amendment was adopted, 

Mr. Jeannotte moved another amend- 
ment to the second clause, that before a 
petition shall be received it shall be shown 
that tho cases of corruption are to the per- 
sonal knowledge of the petitioners, 

Tho amendment was lost on 4 yoto of 50 
to 25, . The second clause was carried, 

After recess the Honse continued in 
committes on Dr, Weldon's bill, taking up 
section 6; ‘It shall be the duty of, the 
judge to endeayér by all lawful means to 
ascertain the persons who have taken 
bribes at tlie last election.” 

Mr. Jonoas moved an amendment to 
make the section read ‘* Given, offered, or 
taken bribes,” 

Mr, Jeynnotte spoke two hours. Dr. 
Weldon protested against his taking up the 
time of the House, saying that the hon, 
gentleman talked four hours when the bill 
was up before, aud that there was no tell- 
ing how long he would talk this time. 

Mr, Jeannotte spoke till 11,05 and the 
amendment was lost. 

¢. Jeainotte moved that the commit- 
teo rise, 

Sir John Thompson said he hoped the 
committees would not rise. It looked as if 
the disenesion of the bill would last séveral 
days, nnd as the days for the discussion of 
bills were few, the House should sit up 
all night for the purpose of securing the 
passage or defeat of the bill whatever it 
might be. 

‘The motion to rise was lost, 

Col. Amyot wished to move amendment 
to section six, but Mr, Bergeron (chairman) 
ruled him out of order, 

ction 7 was taken up, defining the 
powers of the judges under tho Act. 

Col Amyot moyed as an omendmont: 
“Tt shall also be the duty of the judge to be 
satisfied thit’ parties implicated in the 
clarges of corruption have been served 
With a notice of the charge and have had 
tn opportunity of offering thelr own de 
outer 

Phe chairman raled the amendment out 
of order, but finally allowed it to stand, 
It was then lost, 

Sections 4, 9,10 ond 11 went through 
and ‘ly, Moperieff moved that the commit- 
teo rise, 

Sir John Thompson thought thoy had 
better go on, ‘Tho motion to rise was car- 
ried, Sir John ‘'hompson and other mom- 
bers of the Government yYoting with the 
minority,

fir John Pender Objects to Some of Sir 
Charles! Sty 

Lonpon, May 17.—Sir John Pender, 
chairman of the Eastern Limited raph 
Company, writing to Sir Charles Tupper, 
Canadian High Commissioner, yaatansay 
onthe subject of the proposed Pacific 
cable, saya: 

‘After a careful pornsal of the papor 
read by you at the Royal Colonial Inatitute 
recently, I feel that I cannot permit one 
statement at lonst to pass unchallenged, 
That statement is ambraced in the asser- 
tion that the protest against the proposed 
cable outerprise is based upon fallacies. If 
you would carefully study onr figures you 
would soon discover that the arguments 
which you treat #0 lightly are based upon 
a foundation of actual facts, and you 
would goon arrive at tho conclusion that 
tho fallacies ore not upon our side 
bat upon yours, In stating that thirty- 
per cent, of the cable forming the system 
of the eastern extousion telegraph is more 
then twenty years old you are entirely 
mistaken. Asa matter of fact, nearly the 
whole of the cables have been renewed and 
some entirely within a much shorter 
period, In your estimate of the traffic you 
quite ignore the fact that at the Welling- 
ton conference it was decided to levy a 
tariff of three shillings instead of three 
shillings und threepénce, as proposed by 
Fleming. Your description of the existing 
system us amonopoly cannot be justified 
by facts, Tho proposed cable, viewed 
commercially, can be regarded only as a 
needless luxury, the expenditure for which 
may be characterized as an unwarrantable 
waste of money,”

MOURNING FOR THE 


How Solomon's Song is Regarded by the 


Groat Brooklyn Divine—How the Words 


Fitted the Tabernacle, Its People and 


Its Pastor During the Past 26 Years. 


Bnooxeyy, May, 15, 1804,—Tha Taber 
nacle was crowded to the doors to-day 
when Rey: Dr, Talmage took for tho anb 
jeot of his forenoon sermon a passage of 
Koripture which has been made the sub 
ject of much discussion and various inter 
protation by modern theologians. — His 
theme was, ‘A Choerfal Charob,” and the 
text was selected from Solomon's Song, 
4,1 “Behold, thou art fair, my love.” 

“Higher oriticiom” saya that this book of 

yiomon's Song ia a love cone, a forlorn 
mani aighing for her bean, If no it is 
an unclean and debauched , gtterance in- 
sorted in the pure Word of God, fand is 
not fit for common reading, My opinion ta 
that it is an inspired odo setting forth the 
fooling of Chriat toward the oburch and of 
the church toward Christ. Christ is tho 
bridegroom, and the church is the bride. 
The aame words we can utter to-day truth- 
fully whothor in regard to the oburch of 
God in general or this ohuroh in partion 
lar; ‘Behold thou art fair, my love,” 
The past week bas beon one of prolonged 
congratulation for that wo have for twenty 
five years boon permitted to assoolate with 
each other in the relation of pastor and 
people, When I came to Brooklyn I found 
aamall band of Christian disciples who 
from various causes had become loss and 
less, until they stood upon the very verge 
of extivotion ada church; and the quea- 
tion was being nyitated from time to time 
whether it would be possible to maintain 
achuroh life longer. Indeed, had not those 
men aud women been conkecrated and 
earn they would have surrendered to 
the adverse oiroumstances, ‘They marah 
alled a congregational meoting, and gath- 
ering up all the forces possible, they cust 
nineteen votes for a pastor, all of which I 
am happy to have received, 

lt was not throngh any spirit of per. 
sonal courage or reckless adventure that 
lod me fron one of the warmest aud most 
congenial pastorates in Philadelphia that 
4 man ever enjoyed to this thon moat uns 
inviting fold; but it was the feeling that 
God had called me to the work, and I was 
sure He would seo me through. 

IT have thought that it miyht be profit- 
able to us to state briefly what kind of a 
church we have been trying to establish. 

In the first place, I remark that we have 
beon trying to build here a Christian 
churcli—distinotively such; in other words; 
& church whore we should preach the Lord 
Jesus Christ aud Him crucified. My tho- 
ology is all gone into five lettersa—Jeaus, 
Jesus the pardon of all offences. Jesus, tho 
foundation of all structures. Josus, tho 
balm of all wounds. Jesus, the eye-salve 
for all blindness, Jesus, the hope for all 
discouragements, Jesus, the reform of all 
wrongs. I haye faith to believe that there 
iw more power in. one drop of the blood of 
Josus Christ to cure the woes of tlie world 
than in an oceantyl of human quackery. 
Jesus {s the grandest note in auy minis- 
trelay. Ho is the brightest gem in any 
crown. Hoight overtopping all height. 
The cantre of every circumference. The 
circumference to every centre. ‘The paoi- 
fier of all Carbulence, The umpire of all 
Gisputes. Jesus! Jeans! At His table 
all nations are to sit Around His throne 
all worlds are to revolve, Ho is to be the 


‘/ irradintiA of tho nniverse ~~“ Josus! Jesus! 


Ivip)that truth that we lave tried to preach 
in this Labornaclo, 

To you ask more minutely what we be- 
lieve? Lean tell you. We have no dry, 
withered, juiceless theology. We believe 
in God, the Father Almighty, maker of 
heaven and earth, the Deliverer of the dia- 
tressed, the Home for the homeless, the 
Friend for the friendless. We believe in 
Jesus Christ, able to save to the uttermost, 
pardoviig the guilty, imputing His right- 
eousness to the believer. Wo believe in 
the Holy Ghost, the Comforter, the Sanoti- 
fier, cheering up the heart in life’s ills, and 
kindling bright lights in.eyery, dark land- 
ing place. Woe believe that the wholo race 
ig sosunken in Ain that nothing. bnt the 
ombipotont arm of Godoan ever lift it out, 
Woe believe in grace—free grace, sovereign 
grace, triumphant grace, eternal grace, 
We helieve in a Bible—authentic in its 
Statements, immaculate in its teachings, 
glorious ft ita” promfiaes, Wo believe in 
honaven, the nbode of tho righteous; and in 
hull, the residence of those who sonl-auici- 
dete ofstheir ownlfree choice, refusing the 
Divine merey. We believeiu the salvation 
of all men who wccept Ghriat by faith, be 
they sprinkled or immersed, worship they 
in cathedral or in log cabin, believe they 
in Presbyterianism or Episcopacy, dyyell 
they under Ttaliun wkies or Siberian snow 
astorins, be they Ethiopian or American, 
All ove in Christ, one Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, on the Way to one heaven. We 
built this Pabernacle for the purpose of 
setting forth these great theorios of the 
Gospel of the Son of God. Would that 
we had been more faithful in the pulpit! 
Would that we had beon more faithful in 
the pew! 

I remark, further, that we have tried 
here to build a church distinctively ancon- 
ventional, LIustead of asking, as somo 
people are disposed to do, how other peo- 
plo. do it,we have.asked the quostion how 
people do not do it, Imperious custom 
has decided that churches shall be angular, 
cheerleas, gloomy, unsympathetic, forget- 
ting that what mon call a pious gloom is 
impions, and that that church has the best 
architecture where the people are most 
comfortable, aud that that is the most effi- 
cient Cliristian service where the people 
are mado mout sick of sin, and most anx 
ious after Christ and heaven. And a0 wo 
entled the architects together for our first 
church bnilding, and said, ‘‘Give us an 
atnphitheatre”—that is, a large family cir. 
cle, gathered around a fireplace. Mor many 
years woe had folt that an amphitheatre 
was tho only proper shape for an audience- 
room. The prominent architects of the 
country said, “It cannot be done, You 
need a churchly building.” And so we had 
plan after plan of churchly buildings pre- 
sented; butin due time God sent a man 
who grasped our idea and executed it. So 
far from being a failure, it  satiafi- 
ed our want, and all our threo 
churches were built on the amphi- 
theatre plan, and scores of churches all 
over the country have adopted the same 
plan. 

And, my brethren and sistors, wo fail in 
our work justin proportion as we try to be 
like other churches, We believe thut God 
intended every church, like every man, to 
be individu thering up all tis peonli 
arities and idiosynucrasics, and hurling thom 
all toward some good 

In other words, uo two churches ought 
ever to be just alike. Horo is a church, 
for instance, whose object it is to propare 
philosophers, and artiste, and oritios for 
heaven. God apeed them in the 
work! Hero church,

It 
is not, perhaps, altogether fanciful (to 
surmisu the beneficent resulta achieved in 
this direction, Possibly they will be the 
germ of 
vast aud far-reaching for the political 
juayination of living mon to conovive. 
What may be the future of Canada’s ro- 
lations to the United States on the one 
hand, aid to Great Britain on the other, 
no man can yet say; but none oan doubt 
that the problem here propounded is big 
with tho fate of untold generations.”

no master on board of hor, 

Captain May put ont a boat with a 
orew of five mon, This was the boarding 
party. ‘Tho boat pulled up close to the 
schooner, and the first officer of the Con 
stance, who wan jn charze of the boat, 
hailed the captain of tho sehooner to 
heave-to, Noone on board of the sus 
pooted dmuggler heeded the officer's com 
mand. Tho boat tried to pull close to the 
schooner, but the oraft boarded its ford 
and aft shoots inboard nnd stood towarda 
the reef-bound shores of the Auticoati 
close hauled, The boat now having a 
head sea on could not reach the sehvoner 
so that the Constance had to take the boat 
in tow and drop her ahead of the smug 
gler. This time tho boat managed to 
reach the smugglers’ side, but a resolute 
set of mon, all of whom were animated 
with fighting disposition, lined the loo 
rail. 

The Constanco’a men boarded her, 
nevertheless, and received wounds from 
an axe wielded by a sailor who seemed 
bent on destruction, One of tho Con- 
stance’s sailors was wounded on the back 
of the head, two pieces of akin being cut 
off. Others were moro or less wounded or 
scratched, One of tlre sailors of the Con- 
atarico who was put in charge of the 
schooner alongside of the wharf 
suid he did not believe that tho smugglora 
intended to kill anyone, The cargo is 
worth about $5,000. It consists of twenty- 
eight barrela of aloohol and forty casos of 
brandy and rum. Captain May has taken 
warrants against the men in obarge of the 
schooner, Captain Phidelem Bionin, a 
woll-known smuggler, was found on board, 
He is belived to bo the skipper of the 
smuggler, 


TWENTY LIVES LOST. 


A Eloree Storm Creates Serious Hovoo on 
Lake Michigan, 


Cnrcago, May 19.—Lake Michigan has 
not been Iashed and churned for months 
as it was yestorday by the flerce wind that 
has been sweeping down from the north 
for the past thirty-six hours, Twelve or 
fifteon lives have been lost along the shore 
of this oity and its suburbs. The only 
other point reporting loss of life is Mil- 
waukeo, where six of the schooner Cum- 
mings’ crew were drowned beforo they 
could be resoued by the life-saving crew. 
Half a dozen achoonors and smaller craft 
foundered off this. city during the day, a 
moore or more aro dismantled and stove in 
in making an almost hopeless fight against 
the galeand the huge waves that overy 
fow minutes swept over them, endanger- 
the lives of those who are atill on board. 

At least thirty vessels are anchored out- 
aide the harbor waiting for the storm to 
subside, All are more or less damaged, 
and the signals of distress that hnve ap- 
peared among them from time to time 
during the day have kept tho life savers 
busy. Twenty-five or thirty men havo 
been brought {n all exhausted and suffer- 
ing immensely from the exposure and 
cold, In several oases help has arrived 
too late and a corpse was found among the 
half conscious sailors, 

The John Loomis MoLaren, which bad 
deon riding at anchor about a milo ont, 
parted her chains and commenced to come 
for the shore at Twenty-ninth street. 
Darkness was coming on, but it was seen 
that eight mon were clinging to the rig 
ging. Tho boat was carried on to the 
piling. She rebounded like a rubber ball, 
while another wave came sweeping over 
tho rigging. In the moantime tho life 
saving crow, reinforced by half a dozen of 
their men, had made ready their lines. 
Tho first rocket took effect, and one by 
one the men were brought ashore. 

In the evening the lumber fleet, about 
two miles out, was throwing out distress 
rockets and was apparently coming ashore. 
About the eame time the achooner Myrtle 
was soon drifting ashore near 29th street. 
Six half-frozen mon were olinging to the 
rigging, The life-saving crew was busy a 
mile away and could give no assistance, 
Nine officers with plenty of ropes were on 
the shore, but haying no rockets with 
whioh to cast their lines they could not 
help the doomed sailors, Tho captain, 
whose namo is Warner, was the firat to go, 
A hugo wave swept hin overboard and he 
was not seen again, The schooner had 
drifted to 84th street whon hor mainmast 
was carried away, taking with it as it fell 
one side of the cabin. Deprived of this 
shelter, the remaining sailors were washed 
overboard one by one until but one was 
left, Hoe took off his clothes during a lull 
in the storm and jumped overboard, strik- 
ing out forthe shore, He had gone but 4 
fow yards, however, when he was carried 
under by the waves and did not reappear. 
The schooner fonndored 200 fevt off 35th 
Streot, 

Ono member of the crew, Reinardson, 
had broken his arm and was unable to 
reach the lifeboat. The crow climbed 
into the bont and floated to within 200 feot 
of shore when it was overturned for the 
third time, The mon, with the aid of 
thoir life preseryers, floated ashore, The 
life saying crew wont out again and finally 
managed to roach the boat. Only threo 

members of the crew, numbering seven 
in all, could bo secon still olinging to 
the Hgging, and Frank Guardin of the 
life-saving crew had also been able to 
hold on. Two of thoso above water were 
dead and were not brought to shore. Tho 
only two finully saved were Robort Patter- 
son, of Buffalo, whose parents live in 
Kingston, Ont., and Frank Guardis, mem 
ber of the life-saving crow. The six dead 
are; Capt, McCullogh, 85 years old, singlo, 
Oswego; Mate Tom Bossot, of Buffalo; 

Thomas Tercott, Kingston; two unknown 

sailors from Buffalo; unknown woman 

eook from vicinity of Toronto, 

Forty lives wore saved by the crews of 
the life saying boats and tho tugs of the 
Chicago company during the day, At 
midnight the velocity of the wind was 46 
to 60 miles an hour. The mombors of 
the various life saving crews and the 
offlcers from the volice stations on the 
nonth alde of the ofty are patrolling the 
beach,

If the present feeble majority would 
peraistontly adhere to the Government the 
joasion would be prolonged until all im 
portant bills, including the measure o. 
fis disestablishment of the ohureh in 
Wales, would be passed by the Honse of 
Commons and sent to the House of Lord 
tor rejection, but the possibility of defeat 
tenes in every proposal submitted by the 
Government to the popular legislative 
body, An electoral struggle msy be pre 
ripitated at an moment, and all that the 
Minlatera can do is wait and prepare for 
I, Tho coming avti-Lord’s confern co in 
Looda will wound the trampet of battle, 
Tho Cabinet aro resolved to make tho 
noation of the survival of the Holiwe of 
fortes an itis at present constituted, the 
frst plank in their election programme, 
This assorance has i the National 
Liberal Fodoration to tal 
trom all constituencies picked dolegates to 
the conference, 

Several members of the Cabinet have 
ory reluctantly given their assout to the 
option of a bold and determined policy 
m opposition to the House of Lords, bat 
tho majority of the Ministers are tho: 
roughly convinced that further liberal 
bgislation {s impossible unless the Upper 
House {is controlled, and those gentlemen 
iro heartily on rapport with the popular 
fooling, The principal reason which will 
mgage the attention of the ant!-Lords 
yonference will propose the limitation or 
tho peers to a single session, Any bill re 
quired by the House of Lords which sliall 
igain be passed by the House of Commons 

at a subsequent session need not go t6 the 
Upper House. Though the rosolntion has 
the sanction of the Cabinot it will fall very 
far short of satisfying the radicals, but in 
Government circles it is believed that such 
» change can be more easily offected than 
the complete abolition of the peers’ veto 
power. 

A London paper, which has been glean- 
Ing the ideas of number of peers on the 
coming doom of thelr body, has olicited 
the opinion of the Duke of Fife, son-in-law 
ofthe Prince of Wales, who oxpressea 
himeelf as in favor of infusing popular 
elements into the Upper House without 
breaking its historlo continuity. The Duke 
declines to discuss the question whether 
the pew elements shail consist of elective 
or life poorages, but » ite that a com- 
mittee, comprising the beat men in both 
Houses of Parliament, be appointed to 
atudy the subject, The other peers who 
responded to the newspaper's invitation 
to oxpross their views on the subject, in- 
clyded Viscount Harrington, Earl Dela- 
more, Lord Norton, the Earl of South and 
Lord Shorborne, all of whom are opposed 
to any concessions on the part of the House 
of Lords and in favor of a determined 
fight for the integrity of that body. Earl 
Stanhope shares to a certain extent the 
views oxpressed by tho Duke of Fifo, he- 
lieving that it would be well to add to tho 
Upper House a limited number of life 
peers. Lord Windsor advises the aboli- 
tion of the present House, and the forma- 
tion of a new one on tho basis of olective 
and selective. The responses asa whole, 
however, show that the peers aro wholly 
ignorant of the strength of the ular 
determination to amend or end their legis 
lative body. 

The party organizers are energetically at 
work in preparing for the inevitable elec- 
tion. Tho lists of candidates, the moat 
laborious of the preliminary work, are 
nearly completed. Tho Liberals have of- 
forod to dorray the election expenses of nix 
Inbor candidates, provided they will pledge 
themselves to support the Government 
under all circumstances. 





EDMUND YATES DEAD. 


Tho Noted Nowspaper Correspondent and 
Satirist Passos Suddenly Away. 


Lonpon, May 21. — Edmond - Yates, 
author and journalist, was stricken with 
apoplexy on Saturday evening at the Gar 
rick Theatre, where Lytton’s ‘‘ Money” 
was playing. Mls was removed to the Savoy 
hotel. where ho died last ovening. 

Edinund Yates was well known in jour- 
nalistic circles both on the continent and 
in America, and had acquired a world 
wide reputation as a correspondent of ox- 
traordinary ability.

BRITANNIA RULED THE CONGRESS. 


How the English Dolegatos Controlled the 
Mi nvention. 

Lonpow, May 21.—Long daily reports, 
fornished from Berlin of the international 
miners’ congress, would not naturally be 
looked to for diversion, bat they have been 
really funnier than any comedy, The 
English delegates are numerically only a 
handfal, bat they were the only ones pro 
sont who know anything about parliamen 
tary procedure and the management of 
mootings, They got a clause in the rules 
adopted that voting should be, not by in 
dividuals, but on the basis of the minere 
represented; thon it turned out that the 
Englishmen represented 525,000 as againat 
462,000 for the whole of the other coun: 
tries combjned. 

Tho result was a succession of English 
chairmon who ruled out moat of the things 
that the continental mombers brought for- 
ward and defeated the rest, The French 
and Bolgians revolted early in tho week; 
even the German worm turned, but the 
cold cheek of the Briton, impervious to 
Latin clamor and Teutonic objurgation 
alike, declared its own resolutions carried 
and everybody else beaten, Finally it was 
decided that the congress was at an ond on 
the solitary ground thatthe British delo- 
gates wonted to go home, 

It is, perhaps, not surprising that lead- 
ing continental economists and reformers 
regard tho labors of the congress as incon: 
clusive, .

Rules for Track-Laying. 

The question is often asked, ‘What are 
the rules for laying out mile and half-inile 
tracka?!’ The following simple directions 
will be foundiusefnl; For a milo track 
draw alino through an oblong contre 440 
yards in length, setting a stake at each 
end. Then draw a line on either side of 
tho first line, exactly parallel with aud 417 
foot two inches from it, setting stakes at 
elthor end of them, You will then have 
an oblong square 440 yards long aud 88) 
foot 4 inches wide. At each end of then» 
three lines you will now net stakes, Now 
faston a cord or wire 417 feet 2 inches long 
to the contre stake of your parallglogram, 
and then describe a half oirvlesdriving 
stakes as often as you wish to set a fenoa- 
post. When the circle is made nt both 
ends of your parallelogram you will have 
two straight sides and two circles which, 
meaaured threo feet from the fence, will be 
exactly aimile, The turns should be thrown 
up an inch to the foot, 

A half-mile track; Draw tho parallel 
lines 600 feet long and 452,feet 5 inghes 
Set Half-way between the oxtrome enudp 
of the two purallel lines drive a stake, 
then loop a wire around the stake long 
enough to reach to either side, Then mako 
# true curve with the wire, putting dowa 
@ stake as often'as a fence-post is needed, 
Whon this operation is finished at both 
ends of the 600-foot parallel lines the 
track is laid out, Tho inside fence will 
reat exactly on the line drawn, but the 
track must measure a half-milo, three feet 
from the fonce, Tho turns should bo 
thrown up an inch to the foot. Tho 
strotohes may be wnywhoro from forty-five 
to sixty foot,

Mr, Prior moved the following resolu- 
tion: ‘That in the opinion of this House 
it is expedient that a dcheme should be de- 
vised by tho Government whereby the 
permanent corps of the Canadian militia, 
and the headquarters and district staffs 
of the samo, may, after a certain namber 
of yoars’ service, become entitled to re- 
ceive from the Government adequate pen- 
sions, and thus be placed on a more/equal 
footing with similar organizations in other 
countries, and with members of tho civil 
sorvice in Canada." The permanent corps 
were the Canadian regulars and formed 
the nucleus of the militia. They did the 
same work as the Imperial regulars, and 
onme under the same discipline, but there 
tho similarity ended. The Imperial troops 
got better pay and a pension. 

Mr. Davin seconded the motion, saying 
that he had seen the good results of the 

ension system in a similar force, viz; the 
Northwest mounted police, He believed 
the same result woald follow the carrying 
out of Mr. Prior's proposal. 

Col. Tisdale supported the motion. The 
present atate of affairs was not of such a 
nature as to encourage the young men of 
the country to enter tho permanent corps. 

Hon, Mr. Patterson admitted there was 
much to be said in favor of the pension, 
but said the Government was not prepared 
to submit to the country and advocate a 
system of pensions, Ho asked that the 
motion be withdrawn and he would lay the 
matter before his colleagues on some fu- 
ture occasion.

BARCELONA ANARCHISTS SHOT. 


Condemned for Complicity inan Attempt 
to Assassinate General de Campos. 


Barcetona, May 22,—Codina, Cerezuo- 
la, Sogas, Bomat, | Villarubia and Mir, the 
anarchists who were condemned to death 
for complicity in the attempt of Pallas to 
assassinate Ggneral Martinez de Campos, 
were shot yesterday in the presencd of but 
fow spectators, Tho absence of a crowd 
was due toan announcement that the ox- 
ecution would take place later in the day. 

The troops formed three sides of a 
square from the wall of Mont Juich, whore 
the pinioned convicts were placod. The 
priesta connected with the prison chapol 
remained with the prisoners until the end, 
though no attention was paid by the an- 
archists to their exhortatlons, Oerezucla, 
Sogas and Cardinall remained ailent 
throughout, but Mir, from the momént he 
appeared in the aquare, shouted: ‘ Long 
live revolution,” ete. When the firing 
party was formed the prisoners were made 
ff kneel and the priests retired. | Villa 
rubia shouted ‘* Murderers, await our re: 
venge”’ and Bernat oried ‘' Death to the 
{uquisition.” 

Tho platoon fired from a distance of 
three metres. The convicts bad their 
baoks turned toward the troops, and their 
eyes were bandaged with handkerchiefs. 
Codina aud Villarubin resisted tho at 
tempts of the troops to blindfold them, 
and called upon the onlookers for holy. 
The guards wore obliged to use force to 
compol them to get ov their kndéts, 

Sogas and Codina were still kueeling 
after the volley was fired, and were strug: 
gling to got upon their feot when they re, 
ceived the second shot which stretoled 
them beside their companions, The bod- 
jes wore placed in plain wooden coffins and 
buried inside the fort. 

Later in the day thousands of people 
ascended-Mont Juich in expectation of seo- 
ing the execution. Lhe event deoply af 
fected the anarchist prisonera who are 
confined on board the warship Navarra. 








A Sorvinn Coup d'Etat. 
Brvorape, May 22.—King ; Alexander 
has accomplished another coup d'etat. “A 
royal proclamation issued abolishes the 
constitution of 1888 and» restores that of 
1869, giving the king the right to appoint 
one-third of the members of the Chamber 
of Deputies, With restoration of the old 
constitution, the secret ballot aud the 
clectiou system of sogutin de liste is abro 
gated.

DansyiuLe, N.Y., May 22.—The water 
in the Canesiraga rose rapidly and is now 
two feet above the high water mark of 
five weeks ago, ‘The destruction of grow- 
ing crops is complete, and the loss to 
farmers will agregato hundreds of thous- 
sands of dollars. Bridges are carried

THE STORM IN ONTARIO. 


The Incessant Rain Affects Crops in Some 
Places Damage in Tilsonburg. 

Toronto, May Reports coming in 
from various places througliout the western 
part of the province show that the inoess- 
antérain of tho past five days, thongh 
pretty general, has not been as disastrous 
in its effects as might have been expected, 
In some places, it is trae, crops have suf. 
fered considerably, although in those séc- 
tions which boast of ni good drainage 
system, little or no, apprehension exists, 
In tho gity the continuous downpour 
caused the postponement ot the 0. J,-0. 
races until Thuriday. In one part of this 
city the laundry of a Quinaman, a building 
which had long been looked ‘upon as dan 
gerous, gave way before tho storm. The 
Dou river has swelled to a greater extent 
than has beon | known “for years, and the 
Winchester utroet bridge was for a time 
considered to be in danger of giving way. 
No great damage is reported in this vi- 
cinity. 

Samnia, Ont,, May 22.—'The continnons 
rains which have ocourred in this distriot 
heavily for five days, accompanied by 
heavy winds and hail storms, have caneod 
great anxiety to tho farmers as regarde 
their fruit and crops. In many places the 
ground is covered with sheets of water, 
the driins being quite insuflicient to carry 
away'tho water. The principal damage, 
so far bs can be ascertained at present, 
will be to the oorn and potato orups. 
Many of the farming districta {n this 
neighborhood are well supplied with drain- 
ing facilities aud save great damage. Othor 
places not 80 well supplied are suffering 
and miny fields aro damaged beyond esti 
mation.

Mxmemis, Tenn., May 23.—One killed 
and three feriéndly wounded is the rosult 
of a pitched battle between officers of the 
law anda gang of whitecaps at Forest 
City, St. Francia county, Ark., yestorduy 
Soveral wooks ago Detective Webster, of 
Momphis, was employed by theshoriffof St 
Francis county to ran down the whitecaps, 
and asa result forty arrests followed some 
of thom being prominont citizens The 
people demand ol that speedy justice be 
meted out to the whitocaps. 

A special term of the criminal court was 
ordered and the court convened at Forest 
City to try the casos, Shortly after the 
adjournment of ,court Dotective Webster, 
accompanied by Deputy Sheriff Sherman 
and two of thre court bailiffs, stepped in 
to a saloon to get adrink, As the offivers 
entered they mot several mombers of the 
gene of whitecaps who are out on bail. 

‘enry Gore, who is charged with being a 
member of the whitecaps, opened fire un 
the officers, which was the signal for 4 
general fusilade. 

After tho smoke had cleared away, De- 
tective Webster was found with a bullet 
hole through his heart, while beside him 
lay Deputy Sheriff Shorman and P, D, 
Gowling with serious wounds, while a fow 
feet further Henry Gore was seriously 
wounded.

DAMAGE BY THE STORM. 
Doluged Districts Estimating the Daninge 
Done by the Flood. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 23.—Now that tele 
graphic communication has been prac 
tically restored to all pointain the State, 
an estimate of the damage done by the 
flood of the past three dayscan be made.

the Government can more easily be de 
feated. Tho truth 1%, however, that a 
wection of tho Untonist party, obiefly 
Unionists Liberals, decline to follow the 
lead of the Tories in offering root and 
branch opposition to the budget, and will 
not allow themaclyea to be controlled by 
the Tory leaders morely for their gratifica 
tion in anoying the Government, 

Lord Salisbury's eagerness to defend the 
interest of the land owners has affooted 
tho states duties proposal, In this course 
the Conservative ex-premicr has not the 
sympathy of the followers of Mr. Cham- 
ber'ain, and the London and other urban 
Conservative members with feelings siml- 
lar to those of the Unionists have beoa 
Voting with the Opposition only under 
strong compulsion, Numbers of those 
goutlomon have absonted themselves rathor 
than to vote against their convictions, On 
the other hand the Welsh malcontents are 
abandoning their menaced hostilities to 
the Government and returuing to their 
allegiance to the Liberal party. The 
Redmonites (Paruellites) have over-reached 
themselves, They have split ovor their 
irreconcilable policy, and part of them now 
yous with the Conservatives and part with 
the Government, Unless the position thus 
outlined shall change materially, of which 
there is no indication, the budget is out of 
danger. With the subsidence of the storm 
and consequent lessening of the likelihood 
of an immediate crisis, the talk of disso- 
lution is less frequently heard, 

Some oyer sanguine supporters of the 
Government now oxpress their belief that 
the Ministry of Lord Rosebery will hold on 
until the programmeoutlined at the be- 
ginning of the session is completed, but 
the Ministerial preparations all point to a 
dissolution in July. Mr, Balfour, apeak- 
ing before the Junior Conservative Club, 

redioted that the ciroumstances would 

come too strong for the Ministry before 
many monthe,

As soon as it is learned that 
the mob is approaching the town the home 
guard with 200 Winchesters will march 
east two miles, tear up tracks and en- 
deayor to drive off the mob.

STEAD ON AMERIGAN GIRLS. 

Ho Tote an Boglish Reportor What He 
Tinks of Thom,

gan A representative of Tho Sketoh, ‘a 
somewhat delicate question, What do 
yon think of American women and 
girley” 

That,” replied the editor of tho Reviow 
of R viows, “inka somewhat large order. 
Perliaps what struck moe most ia the way 
in which Americans treat their womon 
kind We have all heard of the great 
place held by women in the United States 
aud of the extraordin sry courtesy shown 
them by all and sandry, Now, it is quite 
trie that they are outwardly more respect- 
fil aud polite; but they carry this to the 
lenzth of never contradicting them, An 
American lady may—I do not say that she 
does—but may talk any nonsense, with 
none to say her nay,” 

“No woman likea to be contradicted, 
M ond, 

She may not like it,” returned he, vig- 
orously, ‘but itds good for us all to be put 
right when we are in the wrong. Whon I 
am talking toa woman I treat hor exactly 
as Ishould doa finan, I think it more re- 
speotful, and, in fact, right, from every 
point of view,” 

“But you acknowledge that American 
lndics have a botter time than their Eng- 
lish sisters?” 

“Tam not even sure of that, and do not 
mind confiding in you that I am rary, glad 
my own daughtera were each born ahappy 
English child.” 

“But surely the American girl enjoys a 
far greater dogree of liberty?” 

“Ido not think so, Take any working 
girl, Ishould say that shoe was quite as 
sure of good treatment and respect when 
walking in a London street or riding ina 
Londou omnibus as on the New York 
pavement or riding in New York Park.” 

“Do you find the Anerioans more prud- 
ish than the English?” : 

“Yes; although I did not find any 
paced with frills round their legs, I did 

jearastory ofa girl who, being left a 
legacy, always roforred to it asa ‘limbacy,’ 
for American girls, like Spanish queens, 
are not supposed to have any legs.” 

“And fhad you ever an opprtunity of 
addressing oa meeting of American 
girls?”

Using Wast 

The stomachs of hogs, instead of being 
sont to the rendering tanks, are now used 
for the manufacture of pepsin, 

Piga’ feot, onttlo feet, hide clippings and 
the pith of horns, as wellas some of the 
bones, are used for the manufacture of 
glue, 

The choicer parts of the fat from cattle 
Are utilized for the manufacture of oleo 
oil, which is a constituent of butterine, 
and for stearine, 

Large quantities of the best of the loaf 
lard aro aluo wed for the manufacturo of 
what is known as ‘‘neutral,” also a con- 
situent of buttorine. 

Tho intestines aro used for sausage cas- 
ings; the bladders are used to pack putty 
in. 

The nndigentod food in the cattle stom- 
achs {4 prensod and used for fuel. 

The long onds of the tails of cattle are 
sold to mattress makers, 

The horns and hoofs are carefully pro- 
served and sold to the manufacturers of 
combs, buttons, ete, 

Many of the large white hoofs go to 
China, whore they aro made into jewelry. 

All of the blood is carofally preserved, 
coagulated by cooking with steam, then 
pressed and dried and sold to fortilizer 
manufacturers, 

All of the scrap from rendering opera 
tions {s carefully preserved and dried and 
sold for fertilizors, 

Bones aro dried and either ground into 
bone mosl or used for the manufacture of 
bons charcoal, which is afterward utilized 
for refining sugar, and in some other re 
fining processes, —Facts and Figures,

May you be some day, 
os ah aman as hete, He has never 
deviated from the faith, and heaven will 
bless you if you become like him,” 

Then she was going to put the money 
in his puree, but discerning in her face 
foatures of false piety against which his 
father had warned him, he put the money 
on the table and counted it in spite of 
her remonstrances. He found that two 
ducats were wanting, which the pious 
woman had let fall into a drawer through

Oarnegle, ab 
jeechburg, near Ottawa, bub that he left 
there on account of {ll-treatment, and had 
been Foaniloy around* the country 
ever alnoe, e slepp in the Grand 
Trunk yard ab Kingston for bwo weeks and 
came onto Deseronto and went to tho 
Deseronto cheeses factory and hung around 
there for a time, and while there ha stole a 
gold watch from the cheese maker, W.O. 
ing. He skipped for Deseronto Janctlon 
and gobona freight, as stated In these 
columns Saturday, and came ab once to 
Belleville, where he disposed of the watch 
for $5 ab Mrs, Wardhaugh’s second hand 
store, and where Officer Hayes obtained Ib 
After selling the watch he 
roamed sround town for come time and 
thea went back to theG, T. R., where ho 
subsequently broke open o oar and was 
taking out some goods when detected by 
Alex. Oaskey, an employee of the road, 
and fastened into the car. He had taken 
oud two packages of goods contaloing 
patent medicine and prepared 00208, 
When brovght bafore the magistrate he ad 
mitted haying stolen the watch and also 
that he broke open the car at the depob. 
The Maglatrate remanded him to gaol for a 
week and in the meantime he will write to 
his employor at Beechburg for a history of 
the boy.

Orrawa, May 20,—Mr. T. Blanchard, 
the new member for Gloucoat N.B,, was 
lutroduced in the Honse yesterday by Sir 
John.

Two private bille wore read a third time 
aud two from the Senate wero read a 
sovond time, 

Soverolgnty Over Madson Bay, 

Mr, Milla (Bothwell) moved for copies of 
all correspondence since 1867 betweon tho 
Government of Canada and the Imporial 
Governinent in reference to hor Majesty's 
exclusive sovereignty over Hudson Bay, 
He dwelt upon the importance of the sub- 
yeotand waid that while it was troe that 
by the Treaty of Utrecht tho sovereignty 
of Hudson Bay had been kooured by Great 
Britain, foreign fishormon were to-day ro- 
xortlig to these waterain pursuit of the 
whale aud porpolse, and it was important 
that ateps should be taken to assert Can- 
adian jurisdiction, leat by the rule of ao- 
quiescence this right might lapse; for it 
was to be remembered that as well in na- 
tional as in private relations this rule of 
noquiescence Was held to apply. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Tupper fully ao- 
quiesced in what had been said about the 
importance of the question, and hoe could 
assure the hon. gentloman in advance of 
the production of the papers asked for that 
they would show that the question had re- 
coived attention at the hands of the Gov- 
ernment, As to invasion of our territorial 
rights by ishing and hunting by foreign 
yousols, information had from time to timo 
rouched the Government of such ocourren- 
ces, but the remotenoss of the district ren- 
dered it difficult to ascertain the notual 
facta On one or two occasions the officers 
of tho Hudson Bay Company, and in other 
cases the officlaly of the Indian Depart. 
ment, had been applied to for definite in- 
formation as to illicit trading and fishing, 
but tho result #o far had not boon any sat- 
infactory evidence, 

Mr. Mills moved thatit is highly donir- 
able that steps should be taken by the 
Canadian Government to introduce the fur 
seal in Hudson's Bay aud waters upon tho 
eastern coast of Canada. 

Sir Charles Hibbert Papper said that he 
supposed the motion bad simply beon 
moyed in order that an oxprossion of 
opinion might be secured. Ho did not 
thik the time had arrived for experi- 
inenting in this direction, He moved that 
the debate should be adjourned. 

Hon. Mr, Mills thought the Government 
should make the experiment, 

Mr, Stairs spoke and tho dobate was 
adjourned. 

‘There Was No Shortoge. 


Mr. Mulock asked ff the warden of the 
Kingston penitentiary had recently paid 
over to the Government any moneys in 
respect of avy shortage on his part; it so, 
how much; when, and on what account? 

Sir John Thompaon said that the qnes- 
tion appeared to be founded apoun mis- 
take, since there was no shortaye in the 
accounts, 

Education in the Provinces, 

Mr. Lachapelle moved for u detailed 
toport showing the prizos awarded by tho 
judges or jury at the Chicago Columbian 
Exposition for the work of pupils of 
primary and special schools of every do: 
gree, and also to pupils of secondary edu- 
cational institutions of each of the pro- 
yinces of Canada. He said that when 
these returns were brought down it would 
be show: that the schools of Quebeo would 
compare’ most favorably with those of 
Ontario, and that separate schools in all 
practical subjects would present a superior 
rocord to that of the public schools, 

SirJohn Thompson anid that the posi- 
tion which Qneboe occupied in her capa- 
city asan educationalist at the World's 
Fair was an illustrious one, He said that 
the papers asked for should be brought 
down. The motion carried. 

Motions Dropped.

Mr, Fryo said ho had no aympathy with 
the mon who had boon arrested for violat 
ing tho laws that had boon passed to. pro 
toot the dah for sportenen, and he hoped 
Canada would inflict upon thom the high 
ost punishment it could under tho law 
But, notwithstanding the fact that Cana 
dian interests woro opposed to thous of 
this country, Mr, Frye said the Un 
States was constantly doing her favors, 
and the latest attempt in that line was the 
putting of lamberon tho free list. With 
free iron, coal and lumber Canada would 
drive half the American shipping from 
the groat lakes, 

The discussion continued up to noon 
withont reaching « vote, und (hen Mr, 
Walah (Dom, Ga.) addressed the seuate on 
the gonoral subject of the tariff. 


REFORM CAMPAIGN OPENED. 


Bir Oliver Mowat Follows Mr. dithe 


Speech at Londo! 

Lonpox, May 29,—A imvoting tn ths 
Reform interests waa held hero last night, 

addreayed by Sir Oliver Mowat and others, 
The Government i making an effort to 
wrost the city from Mr, Meredith, and the 
object of the Premier in opening the cam 
paign for the Reformers jn this constitu 
enoy was to counteract the profound im- 
pression created by the leader of the Op- 
position at the big mooting here last week. 
Sir Oliver touched on tho various questions 
at issue, and enumerated his policy, ont 
lined as follows: 

Ho assured the ladies present of bia 
sympathy in the movement for granting 
the suffrage to women, and took credit for 
the fact that at present cortain woimen 
in Ontario already had that privilege, and 
although the time is not yet ripe for a 
much further advance in this respect, he 
was glad to be able to think that it was 
ripening and that it would not be long be- 
fore every woman os well as every man 
had the privilege of voting. He then took 
up the question of prohibition and said 
that the time had como when the experi- 
mont should be tried and he believed thoy 
would have no trouble in supporting it, 
No evil that affects the community of this 
day exceeds in magnitnde that of intem- 
perance, All admitted that, and the only 
question is as to what moans can 
be adopted for lessening those evils 
All knew his views on the question. 
There might be difficulties in enforcing 
the Inw, bot his view was that they 
should shoulder those difficulties and not 
despair of, finding a way of conquering 
them. He announced that as far ns he 
was concerned, and as far as it concerns 
those who in this matter might follow him, 
or whom he might influence, he proposed, 

rovided the Privy Council decides that he 
Ena the jurisdiction, to pasa such a law, 
nnd he was sure that in passing such a 
measure and in their efforts to enforce it, 
they would have the moral support of the 
women of this country as well asof a large 
portion of the men of the country. 

Taking up questions of general politics 
he Ouiarced that he desired all to bo well 
Informed of what had been dono to enable 
them to exercise the franchise at the ap- 
proaching elections with impartial con- 
wientiousness. They had heard one side 
of the question a few days ngo, and he 
had come to giye them the other view. 
Asto what his governmont had accom- 
Nished for the province he declared that 
fa all the twenty years of his administra- 
fion the Opposition had atterly failed to 
prove any charge of boodling by his gov- 
wnment, The charge of partisanship in 
sonnection with the education department 
se donied. Three million dollars of a 
surplus had been left thom by the Sand- 
fold Macdonald government, but Sir 
Dliver maintained that several times thix 
imonnt had been spent by his government 
mn aiding railways and other enterprises, 
In all cases it could be shown 
hat the resources of the  pro- 
ince, rather than having been 
iquondered as the Opposition had charged, 
wero fully and esrefully husbanded. Tho 
dovernment House question had ocoupied 
sonsiderable attention this year. In ro 
gard to this matter, ho said that when the 
people through their representatives de- 
slared that the institution should cease to 
xist then it would be wiped ont. The 
people would instruct their representatives 
ss to thoir wishes in the matter and their 
embers wouldact, Sir Oliver combatted 
Mr. Meredith's theory of biennial seasions, 
Tho leader of the Opposition had received 
tho idea from the States; yot that imported 
idea was not based on a knowledge of the 
facts existing.in those States where it was 
in vogne, No practical benefit could bo 
deriyed, he considered, and no publio in 
teroat served by the adoption of the idea 
jn the province of Ontario, He spoke of 
tho necessity of an annual gudit session jn 
provinolal affairs, which was as necessary 
asthe annual inspection of a bank, He 
referred to the fight in Britain between the 
Sovereign and the people to procure for 
tho latter the privilege of holding annual 
sessions. Evory demooratio country in the 
world, with the exception of individual 
states of the union, insisted on annual 
sessions. He opposed biennial sessions as 
# matter of duty and not in consideration 
of the Governmont’s comfort, as in the 
event of that systom boing adopted it 
would leave them free from Parliament 
and their opponents for two years. 

The ballot system, which the Opposition 
had singled out for attack, was cortainly a 
socrat gone, Hoe defended tho system most 
strongly, as, despite Opposition remarks 
to the contrary, it was « raost efficient and 
adequate system. It is in the public in 
torest, Ho olaimed it prevented the prac 
tioo of ballot-stufling, whereas the Domin 
jon system really inyted the recordiay of 
false yotes, The system of tho Mowat 
Government was the British systom, and 
no one eyor hoara of such cries uy Inck 
of neoreoy jn England, Scotland and Ire 
Jand, where the system {s identically the 
pamne, 

The Opposition claimed that the De 
partment of Education should be soparato 
from the government. With regard to 
this, it was the late Dr, Ryerson’s idea 
that of having a Minister of Eduoation, 
and ho showed whoroin it wan an advan 
tage to have the head ofthe department 
in the Hoyse to defend bis administration 
of the important offaira undor his control, 

Sir Oliver dofonided thé yooont action of 
himself and colleagues in regard io the 
proposal to have a ballot for the 
pi sobool trustees, and closed his 
by declaring that jn reality his was the 

equal rights party

APPALLING DELUGE IN GHINA- 


Nearly 2,000 People Reported to Haye 
Lost Their Lives. 

New York, May 80.—A Shanghai cor- 
respondent writes under date of May 5; 
At Yangtsekiang at Hanyang, the populous 
city opposite Hankow, on April 21, a sud- 
den freshet swept from the Han rivor. 
Tho first rush presented almost the appear- 
ance of a wall of water. The flood, strewn 
with wreckage of all kinds, rose six foet an 
hour. Seven hundred large junke and 
boata were dashed to pieces. 

Tho loss of life 1s appalling, the esti- 
mate being that nearly 2,000 men, women 
and children, the most of whom were 
sleeping in their beds, were drowned, 

Officials reports received record = the 
recovery of 1,500 bodies betwoon Younglo 
and Hankow, while many others are known 
to haye been washod ashore and buried. 
Three hundred bodies were thrown up on 
tho bank at one point, At several places 
whore the river was narrow the water rose 
27 feet in as many hours.

Nature and the elements scomed to 
amile on the viele of His Excellency the 
Governor-General to the olty yesterday 
afternoon, The sun ehono brightly all day 
and oool breezes mado out docr enjoyment 
complete, 

Ab 4:30 p, m. the receptlon committeo 
and obher prominent citizens, acoompanied 
by distinguished gentlemen from 
outelde the olty, gathered at the Olty Hal) 
where carriages were awaiting to convoy 
them to the G, T, R. depot, where His 
Excellency was expected to arrive ab 5b 
o'clock. The procession was soon formed 
and, guided by Mr, J. J. B, Flint os 
marshal, and headed by the I. O. O. F.

Suffer—Outlook Bright, 


Lonpon, Ont., May 81.—The frost of 
Monday night and Tuesday morning did o 
considerable amount of damage to several 
kinds of crops in this district. The: un- 
usually early spring and, the fine warm 
weather of the last month had advanced | 
vogetation to o stage uw fortnight earlier 
than the average Ontirlo season, |The con- | 
sequence has been that all kinds of vegeta- 
tion was forward, and both seeding a d | 
planting were well advanced, Early beans 
and corn were tp aud some few bad ca- | 
cumbers and squash and tomatoes ont of 
doors. All the potatoes are badly scorched | 
and have turned black. Of course the in- 
jury to these varies with the land, On} 
very low plots the avtion has been severe, 
and if the stem has been ent it is doubtful ; 
if replanting will not bave to be resorted 
to; but us a general thing, if this one | 
frost is not succeeded by others, the ma: 
jority of potatoes will come around again. 
Late sown grain has been slightly touched 
and any late barley hua beeh injured, but 
the early sown has obtained too strong a 
growth to be ‘permanently wffected. © In 
fruit, no'doubt, the grapes lave been in- 
jured, aa all’ the early ones were ont in 
bloom and just at the owhon frost will 
cut it off. . The cherries and pears are too 
fur furward to bo much damaged and also 
the small fruit is highly protected by the 
thick foliage, As tar as the main root 
crop both in gardens and. fields are con 
cerned, it may Le stated that they are not 
yet above ground, or are yet tobe put in; 
no, outwide of fruit, the damage may yet be 
repaired by replanting in every case witli 
morely the loss of the labor.
